Mr. Goschen was offered the office of Chan- 
ecellor of the Exchequer and the leadership in 
the House of Commons. It is stated that Mr. 
Goschen will not seek to re-enter Parliament at 
present, and that when he does he will stand as 
a Conservative and join the Tory Party. Lord 
Randolph Churchill was made leader of the 
House of Commons-onthe refusalof Mr. Goschen 
to serve. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach accepted the post of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland with reluctance, 
and only under pressure from Lord Salisbury, 
who held that the Irish office during the coming 
session would be the most important after 
that of the Premier. Lord Randolph 
Churchili’s set regard the appointment as 
the shelving of Beach, and as a triumph 
for the younger militant Conservatives. Both 
the Liberal and Conservative clubs question the 
wisdom of the appointments. The Parnellites 
are incensed at the selection of Beach for the 

f Secretarysbip,as they recall his recent 
speech in favor of coercion. 

The Duke of Argyli declines to take office. Mr. 
Chamberlain, through Lord Hartington, has 
promised Lord Salisbury a qualified support.

Sir Michael MHicks-Beach, Lord Randolph 
Churchill,and Lord Salisbury are preparing a 
Local Government bill for Ireland. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company announced 
that itis informed on high authority that Lord 
Salisbury’s Irish policy will include a proposal 
to lend to Ireland the sum of £5,000,000 to ena- 
ble her to establish local banks on the Scotch 
system and lend money at nominal interest to 
farmers and manufacturers in order to stimulate 
and develop trade. 

A meeting of the Gindstone Ministry was held 
at Lord Granvilice’s honse this evening. It was 
informal and did not refer+e foreign matters. It 
was decided to assist Lord Salisbury in obtaining 
supply. The. Libéral Ministers decided not to 
shape their tactics until the Queen’s speech has 
been read in Parliament. 

The Right Hons. David Robert Plunket and 
Henry Chaplin will obtain seats in Lord Salis- 
oe Cabinet. 

The Standard thinks that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury’s position is a safe one as long as Mr. Glad- 
stone leads the oppositon. It was noticeable at 
the meeting at the Carlton Club yesterday that 
while Sir Michacl Hicks-Beach occupied a seat 
at the table near the Marquis of Salisbury, Lord 
Randolph Churchill sat in one of the front rows 
With the rank and file.

DUBLIN, July 28.—At a meeting of the 
National League here yesterday Mr. Joseph Big- 
gar, member of Parliament, made a speech, in 
which he said there was no reason to feel 
despondent over anything the Conservatives 
might attempt. The Parnellites, he said, had al- 
ready unmade two Govermments, and it was not 
unlikely that they would unmakea third. He 
hoped that in any case they would never assist 
Mr. Chamberlain, whom he characterized as the 
most dishonest politician of the age. Mr. John 
Dillon also addressed the meeting. He said that 
if coercion shoulda be introduced in Ireland the 
landlords would have the most cause to regret 
its intreduction. If home rule were offered, Lre- 
land would accept the boon, remembering, how- 
oe, that it was Mr. Gladstone who first offered

LOSS OF THE OREGON. 

_ Lonpon, July 28.—The Board of Trade 
has awarded a silver cup to Capt. Ringk, of 
the North German Lloyd steamer Fulda, for his 
services at the sinking of the Cunard Line 
steamer Oregon off Fire Island. Gold medals 
Were awarded to Mates Franke and Siebert, and 
silver medals to the crews who manned the 
boats from the Fulda,and who took many pas- 
sengers from the sinking ‘steamer. Pilots Sam- 
son, Mitchell, and Parker, of the pilot boat 
Phantom, were awarded gold medals, while the 
crew of that vessel will receive silver ones. 
The Captain of the schooner Fanny A. Gorham 
will receive a gold medal for the assistance 
which he rendered the passengers and crew of 
the Oregon.

THE AMSTERDAM RIOTS. 
AMSTERDAM, July 28.—Further attempts 
at rioting were made last night, but the police 
succeeded in dispersing the mobs before any 
serious disturbance had taken place. The total 
easualties resulting from the outbreak are 25 


killed and 90 wounded. Fitty persons have been 
arrested, including Mrs. Esherys, President of 
the Women’s Socialist Society. Only one police- 
man is mortally wounded. A public fund has 
been opened for the beneiit of the injured ofticers. 
The newspapers here applaud the police for 
their bravery and prompt action, and severely 
condemn the rioters. : 

Two more of the wounded died to-day, making 
the total number of deaths resulting trom the 
riot 27. The dead will be buried on Friday. The 
£ocialists propose to raise a fund in aid of the 
families of the lnJled. Many additional arrests 
have been made. There is no doubt that the 
Socialists instigated the riots.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, July 28.—A farmer named Whe- 
lan has been murdered near Callan, in Kilkenny 
County, Irelaud. The deed was committed with 
a hatchet-and was the result of agrarian troubles. 
One arrest’has been made in connection with the 
affair. 

At Penzance to-day a man named Hawke shot 
and killed his sister, her husband, another wom- 
an, and himself, a fifth person who was present 
narrowly escaping. Hawke was from Australia, 
and was @ man of temperate habits and sociable 


disposition. No motive can be assigned for the 
crime. He was chatting pleasantly with his rel- 
atives when he suddenly drew a revolver and 
fired with the above result. 

The theatre at Tinnevelly, British India, has 
been destroyed by fire. One hundred Hindus 
were killed and many were injured. 

Abbé Liszt, the pianist, is dangerously ill at 
Beyreuth. 

A convention between England and China has 
been signed at Pekin. By the terms of the con- 
vention China agrees to the occnpation of Bur- 
mah by the English and promises to encourage 
trade between China and Burmah. A commission 
is being formed to delimit the Burmese frontier. 

Citizens of Dublin are indignant at the action 
of the band of the Fourth Dragoons in omitting 
to play “‘ God Save the Queen” at the conclusion 
ot a public performance. This is the first time 
in the annals of the British army that the 
national anthem has been expunged from the 
musical programme. The bandimaster ischarged 
with purposely omitting the hymn to please the 
disloyal crowd. An inquiry will be made into 
the matter.

The Gov- 
ernment agreed to the resolution and it was 
passed unanimously. The President of the 
Chamber congratulated the members on the 
“ crowning of the glorious work of the abolition 
of slavery.” 


Carro, July 28.—Wassif Bey, who has ar- 
rived here from the Soudan, reports that Khar- 
toum has been razed by the rebels. He believes 
that a force marching to re-establish the Khé- 
dive’s authority would now meet with a wel- 
come rather than with resistance. 


Sopnuis, July 28.—Prince Alexander has 
robibited the circulation of Russian coin in 
ulgaria. 

RoME, July 28.—The reports from the 
choiera infected provinces for the 24 hours 
ended at 6 o’clock last evening are as follows: 
Treviso, 43 new cases, 21 deaths; Padua, 19 
new cases, 4 deaths; Venice, 22 new cases, 8 
deaths. There were no new cases and no deaths 
in the city of Venice during the 24 hours. 

To-day’s cholera reports are 29 new cases, 5 
deaths at Manduria, and 31 cases, 17 deaths 
elsewhere.

CLOSING DAYS OF CONGRESS 


PROSPECTS OF THE RIVER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 

THE OLEOMARGARINE TAX AND THE 
SURPLUS RESOLUTION — SECRETARY 
FAIRCHILD’S NEW RAG ORDER. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The work of Con- 
gress is so nearly closed up that it seems to be 
easily possible to adjourn on Monday or Tuesday 
with all of the necessary appropriation bills in 
the President’s hands several hours before the 
time for the gavels to fall in the Senate 
and the House. The report that the Presi- 
dent will not go to the Capitol to read 
bills, but will await the receipt of measures 
at the White House, where it has been custom- 
ary to send them, except on the last day and 
during the closing hours of a session, has made 
an impression on a large number of members of 
both houses. The President is not disposed to 
be obstinate or unreasonable about insisting 
upon this course as a right, but his aversion to 
signing bills, or anything else, in a mechanical 
fashion, when an exercise of judgment is called 
for,is well known. As for the appropriation bills, 
he will sign all those known as “‘ general,” as he 
has admitted that so carefully are those meas- 
ures prepared and so thoroughly justified by 
laws as to make his labor upon them much 
lighter than it is upon many other measures not 
calling for expenditure of money. The River and 

Harbor billis not a general appropriation bill. 

Its construction is one understood by everybody, 


and is always the result of log-roiling combina- 
tions, not always corrupt, but always mischievi- 
ous, because they make it possible to get in 
items for push-pole navigation, because those 
items command may votes. The failue of 
the Portage Lake Canal, Sturgeon Bay 
Canal, and Hennepin Canal itema deprives 
the bill of some of its most offensive features, but 
not allofthem. Should it got through Congress 
and go to the President, the members will be 
prepared fora veto. The President has not said 
that he will veto it. There is just a chance 
that he will not do so,as there are many im- 
provements provided for that should not be 
stopped. The fact that so many Representa- 
tives and Senators anticipate a veto is regarded 
as proot thatthe men who have made the bil 
have little respect for its intrinsic worth, and an 
indication that they would not resent the appli- 
cation of the veto to the whole incongruous mass, 


Two measures about the fate of which there is 
more interest than there is about the River and 
Harbor bill are the Cleomargarine bill and the 


Morrison joint resolution for the reduction of the 
surplus. The President has received the Oleo- 
margarine bill back from fhe Attorney-General, 
with an opinion that is, if reports are correct, 
likely to be about as useful in helping Mr. Cleve- 
land to a conclusion as a fifth wheel would be 
toacoach. He tella tbe President that he may 
not vetothe bill on the ground of unconstitu- 
tionality, because the taxing power proposed to 
be exercised underit is plainly conferred upon 
Congress by the Constitution, but be may veto it 
on the ground of inexpediency, holding that 
there is no need for further revenue, and a sound 
regard for responsibility to the people would 
seem to justify the rejection of a needless ad- 
dition to taxes. The President bas not been 
— by the friends of the measure, but 
1e has received many protests from opponents 
of it. The action of Congress in passing this 
measure to increase taxation and the Morrison 
resolution to reduce the surplus would strike 
him ridicufously if the interests involved were 
not so serious. He expects to find it difficult to 
give a reason for approving one that will not be 
applicable in an argument for rejecting the 
other. If it is more important to protect the 
people against spurious butter than it is to re- 
duce the surplus in the Treasury then the tax 
bill should be signed. The acceptance of a bill to 
increase the revenue, however, seems to be un- 
desirable, if the Morrison resolution is sound, 
and the States are competent to regulate the 
manufacture and sale of products injurious to 
health. The President’s chiet objections to oleo- 
margarine is thatitis a traud, made in a way 
not known to anyhody but to the makers of it, 
and sold for something that itis not. _The man- 
ufacture, contined as it is to a few, does not rise 
to the dignity of au industry. Were it more 
powerful than it is, however, and could con- 
trol Congress, the spirit manifested by some of 
the bogus butter men would be expressed in a 
bill to tax the manufacture of dairy butter. If 
itis vetoed the Oleomargzarine bill will not fail 
because of any lack of conviction upon the Pres- 
ident’s part that the dairy interests of the coun- 
try should be protected against makers of bogus 
butter. As for the Morrison resolution, 
should that reach the President in the form 
in which it is now before the Senate, there 
would not be much doubt about its being ap- 
proved, although the demand for more revenue 
made in the Oleomargarine bill might not un- 
reasonably be offered as an argument for declin- 
ing to increase taxes and reduce expenditures at 
the samme time. The Administration has no difti- 
culty in seeing that Congress in offering an alter- 
native between accepting tht Oleomargarine bill 
and the surplus reducing resolution, has commit- 
ted itself to an inconsistency so gross as to justi- 
fy a veto of cne measure or the other, 


Acting Secretary Fairchild’s order putting 
imported rags on the same standing as other 
imported commodities, and thus striking a heavy 
blow at the rag-disinfecting ring, will give the 
Treasury Deparunent officers a chance to con- 
sider something else than complaints of the old 
disinfecting order and the methods of the men 
who profited by it. These complaints have 
poured into the department in a steady 
stream ever since the old rag order went 
into effect, and it was largely because 
of this fact that the new order was issued. Out- 
side of the general dissatisfaction, however, it 
seemed to Mr. Fairchild that there was noreason 
for discriminating between rags and other mer- 
chandise, and that it was time to treat a cargo of 
rags just as any other cargo was treated. The 
Acting Secretary will undoubtedly hear uncom- 
pomentery comments from the ringsters, who 
nave been making money by their exactions 
from importers of rags, but his new order will 
relieve him from a score of other complaints for 
each one the ring may make. 


Mr. Charles Stoughton, whose persistency has 
stood the test of eight years of non-success, has 
issued another letter to Senators and Represent- 


atives regarding the improvement of the Harlem 
River. Mr, Stoughton is convinced that the in- 
fiuence of Chief of Engineers Gen. John Newton 
has been the prime factor in preventing the 
passage of any bill authorizing the Government 
to contract with him for the Harlem River im- 
provement, andhe severely criticises that offi- 
cer’s course. He asserts that the Hell. Gate ex- 
plosion of last October under Gen. Newton’s 
ie ee Was not asuccess, and then declares 
hat when the MYorty-fifth Congress was 
asked by the State and city of New-York 
to make an appropriation for the Har- 
lem improvement Gen. Newton opposed the 
request. Mr. Stoughton points out that Gen, 
Newton’s estimate of the cost of the improve- 
ment was over $2,500);000, and says that when 
aprivate party proposed to do the work for 
$970,000 Gen. Newton would not allow this 
proposal to be considered. Under these circum- 
stances he asks Congress Whence Gen, Newton 
derives his power to thwart legislation while 
preventing even Government work upon the 
much-needed improvement? In the bill which 
Mr. Stoughton has been urging the present Con- 
gress to pass he proposes to construct the ship 
channel through the Harlem at a total cost of 
$1,295,000, ere is no probability that the 
measure will be passed this year, but Mr, 
Stoughton still refuses to give up all hope.

Mr. Edward Spencer Pratt, who was nominat- 
ed to-day to be Minister to Persia, was born 
near Mobile, Ala., and is about 35 years of age. 
His father was W. H. Pratt, a banker and finan- 
cler, who made himself useful to Alabama in 
preventing that State from adopting a policy of 
repudiation. The newly appointed Minister has 
lived in Europe almost constantly since he was 
4 es of age, and was educated in France, 
where he completed a course of study in science 
and medicine.

W. H. BOLTON’S ACOOUNTS. 


THE POST OFFICE INSPECTORS TRYING 
TO FIND OUT THE FACTS. 

CuicaGco, July 28.—Work upon the in- 
vestigation of Col. W. H. Bolton’s accounts has 
been temporarily suspended, and Inspectors 
Keeder and Bassett left the city this evening to 
attend to other matters in their department. So 
far the-checking of the accounts has covered the 
entire period since Oct. 1, 1884, for the News 


and for the Western News Company. The 
accounts of the Inter Ocean for one 
year, of the Tribune for six months, and 
ot the Times for three months have also been 
compared with the Post Office records, which 
brings the defalcation so far discovered up to 
about $7,800. Ifthe remaining accounts to be 
examined should figure out in the same propor- 
tion, the deficit from October, 1884, to the pres- 
ent date will reach $15,000. Col. Bolton’s con- 
nection with the department extends back some 
years beyond 1884. Col. Bolton was not about 
the Government building at any time 
to-day, and it was announced by his friends that 
he was still suffering from e shock of the 
accusations against him. The Government offi- 
cials declare that they have no idea but that their 
man will appear when wanted to answer the 
charge. In consideration of the sum of $2,000 
Col. Bolton has transferred to Lawyer Perce 
property easily worth $9,000.

tell all he knows about the conduct of the de- 
artment of second class mail matter, during the 
nvestigation of Bolton’s accounts yesterday, 
when the receipts and checks of most of the 
daily papers had been secured, the Inspectors 
unearthed a most suspicious circumstance in 
the case. It was found that the records 
of Col. Bolton’s department, which should 
be on file in the office were not to be _ had for the 
18 months immediately preceding Oct. 1, 1884. 
This period was in the earlier months of Stuart’s 
connection with the office, and the Government 
Inspectors had supposed that the beginning and 
reater part of the defalcation would be found 
nthose months. The Post Office was searched 
high and low for the bundles of papers which 
should be preserved and which show 
the business transacted from day _ to 
day in the form of a report for each 
day, but they. could nowhere be found, 
nor could any one tell what had become of them. 
With these papers wanting there is no possible 
means at hand by which Bolton’s business with 
the Government and his superiors as reported 
by him can be checked off with the books kept in 
the different newspaper offices and publishing 
houses during that time, and the Inspectors 
lave about settled down to the conclusion that 
they must for the present limit their investiga- 
tion todhe period between Oct. 1, 1884, and the 
present date.

ALL THE DRUGGISTS ARRESTED, 

RaLeiGcyH, N. C., July 28.—Another ques- 
tion under the local option law has arisen in 
Shelby, which has been a dry town for the past 
seven years. Thereisno exception allowed by 
the law for any purpose, but the physicians of 
the town hold that they have a right to issue 
prescriptions for liquor, and that this is a pro- 
tection to the druggists who fill the prescrip- 
tions. It is contended by the prohibition people 
that there is no law or authority for disposal 
of liquor by this means. They quote a decision 
of the Supreme’ Court, which sustains the Sun- 
day law, prohibiting the sale of liquor on Sunday 
except on the prescription of a | yy agen and 
then only for medical purposes. If a prescrip- 
tion does not accompany the application for the 
liquor the sale is unlawful. Under this decision 
the druggists of the town of Shelby have been 
arrested and held to answer before the Superior 
Court at the ensuing Fallterm. The reason as- 
signed for this action of the prohibition people 
is that the physicians have abused their rights 
in the prescription business; that men are given 
orders for liquor when they do not need it, and 
when they do need it they are given enough at 
one time to do them injury instead of good. A 
handsome revenue is said to be derived by the 
physicians from this source. 





WATER CAUSES FATAL ILLNESS. 
PoTrstown, Penn., July 28.—The poison- 
ing of 60o0f the Glasgow Iron Company’s work- 
ingmen by drinking water from a spring hitherto 
pure has caused a great deal of excitement and 
fear for the results. Nearly all were taken 
violently ill yesterday, the symptoms being pain 
inthe back, head, and bowels, with a loss of 
appetite and a feeling of languor. The first fatal 
case is announced to-day in the death of Krider 
Mauger, whois 18 years old. His illness began 
early in the morning with a copious hemorrhage 
of the nose, which continued until his death at 7 
o’clock. The sick have not improved, and as yet 
the cause of the bad water is a mystery. 
Samples have been sent to the company’s 
chemist in Philadelphia for analysis. The pump 
has been lifted out of the spring so that no water 
can be used therefrom. It is stated that the 
water of this spring when exposed to the sun- 
light became quite green. Among the victims 
are a number of women and children.

COLLECTOR WELLS RESIGNS. 
BURLINGTON, Vt., July 28.—Gen. William 
Wells, Collector of Customs for the District of 
Vermont, has sent his resignation to President 
Cleveland. Gen. Wells was suspended July 25, 
1885, and the nomination of his successor, Brad- 
ley B. Smalley, and Gen. Wells’s conduct of his 
office have been the subject of investigation by 
the Senate Committee on Commerce. The re- 
ort of the committee just made public is highly 
avorable to Gen. Wells. In his letter to the 
President Gen. Wells says that his record asa 
soldier and as a Custom House officer should be 
enough to warrant his continuance in office until 
the exviration of his term. As the President has 
seen fit to appoint Mr. Smalley as his successor 
and as his character as av officer has been vindi- 
cated by the Senate committee be has no desire 
to defy the wishes of the Chief Magistrate any 
longer and therefore hands in his resignation.

ENTHUSTIASTTIO. 

THEY HOLD A WELL ATTENDED CON- 
VENTION AND EXPECT A HEAVY 
VOTE IN THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 

MapIison, Wis., July 28.—Prohibitionists 
of Wisconsin assembled in State nominating 
convention here to-day, about 500 delegates be- 


ing present. C. M. Blackman, of Whitewater, 


was chosen Chairman, and B. F. Parker, of 
Manston, and Frank M. Porter, of Madison, Sec- 
retaries. John M. Olin was nominated far Gov- 
ernor by acclamation with considerable enthu- 


siasm. Olin is a very successful criminal law-’ 


yer of this city. He was born in Ohio 35 
years ago, was graduated from Williams 
College in 1873, was Professor of Rhet- 
oric in the University of Wisconsin 


from 1875 to 1879, since which time he has been 
# practic attorney. Ever since the organiza- 
tion of the Prohibition Party in this State, five 
years ago, Olin has been one of the chief man- 
agers, and two years ago he ran as Prohibition 
candidate for Congress in the Third District. Of 
course he was badly snowed under, but he made 
a canvass of singular vigor, which gained 
him a great reputation among his party 
friends throughout the Nation. His wife is 
prominent in the National Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union and womay suffrage 
circles. Olin is a speaker. of considerable 
power, but his aggressive methods make him 
many personal enemies among those of opposin 
political views. The balance of the State ticke

THE DOW LAW BOTHERS THEM. 
OHIO PROHIBITIONISTS CAN’T AGREE AS 
TO ITS. VALUE, 

CaNTON, Ohio, July 28.—The delegates to 
the State Irohibition Convention here have been 
gathering to-day. The apportionment’ provides 
for 495 delegates. There will not be that num- 
ber in attendance, but Prohibitionists who are 
not delegates are arriving in considerable num- 
bers. There has been much effort put forth to 
make the convention a notable affair. The 
principal struggle will be over a plat- 
torm. There is difference of opinion 
among the delegates as to the stand 
itis best to take in regard to the Dow liquor 
law, enacted by the last Legislature. It pro- 
vides fora tax of from $100 to $200 upon all 
places where liquor is sold. There are influen- 
tial delegates who hold that this law is wron 
in principle and is in the way of prohibi- 
tion. Others are in favor of passing it in the 
convention with slight reference: ‘The Rev. Dr. 
Leonard, who was the Prohibition candidate for 
Governor last Fall, arrived at_noon. Referring 
to the probable action on the Dow law, he said: 
“We are anxious to enforce the local option 
feature. We wantit triedinevery borough. It 
will be a failure, and we know it. It will, more- 
over, split up the Republican Party. It 
is a wedge that we want to see driven. 
The law cannot be enforced, for should 
any borough decide to prohibit, the deal- 
ers can become agents of wholesale 
houses and sell by the gallon. A man can buy a 
gallon of beer or whisky and drink it when he 
pleases.” Continuing, Dr. Leonard said: “There 
will be a fight in the convention over woman 
suffrage. Iam in favor of submitting it to the 
eople, but we cannot achieve two great re- 
orms at once. First, we want to adopt a pro- 
hibition amendment, and not until we do that 
can the women of Ohio expect to have a vote.” 
As to the Prohibition vote in Ohio this Fall Dr. 
Leonard claims that there will be a comparative 
increase. He does not claim an actual increase 
over his vote, but claims that a small vote will 
be polled by all parties. He condemns the Mur- 
phy meetings as conceived in a spirit of 
hypocrisy, and insists that Murphy is under 
pay from the Republicans, and that his 
efforts, while made under the guise of religion, 
are really for a political party, which fears the 
growing power ot the temperance party.

SQUIRE UNDER CHARGES 


ACOUSED OF MISMANAGEMENT 
AND: A CORRUPT BARGAIN. 
THE MAYOR TO LISTEN TO HIS EXPLA- 
NATION OF SEVEN DISTINCT CHARGEY 

OF ILLEGALITY AND NEGLECT. 

Mayor Grace yesterday had served upor 
Commissioner Rollin M. Squire, of the Depart-. 
ment-of Public Works, charges and specifications: 
relative:to his mismanagementof that important’ 
branch of the Municipal Government, and gave 
him notice that he would be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to be heard at the Mayor's office on 
Wednesday next at 11 A. M. Mr. Squire must' 
then and there show cause why he should not be: 
removed from the office of Commissioner of Pub- 
lio Works for the causes set out in the charged. 
and specifications. 

The.action of the Mayor is the culmination of a 
series of investigations of the Public Works De- 
partment by the Commissioners of Accounts, 
The circumstances of Squire’s appointment in 
the last hours of Mayor Edson’s term and the 
revelations as to the bad character of the new 
Commissioner induced Mr. Grace to keep his’ 
eyes wide open, and the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts were instructed to periodically examine 
the department as run by Mr. Squire. The facts 
that they have gathered and the documentary 
and other evidence which they have been able to 
obtain were laid before the Mayor on Tuesday 
last in the shape of charges and specifications 
against the Public Works Commissioner. The’ 
documents submitted were carefully examined 
by Mr. Grace, and so impressed was he with the 
magnitude of the charges made thet he deter-4 
mined to prefer the charges yesterday. Hd 
reached his office at 2 P. M.,and,after a con- 
sultation with his chief clerk and private secre-' 
tary, William L. Turner,,.he gave the necessary’ 
orders that the charges be served, placing the 
matter of service in the hands of Michael W.! 
. Brown, the confidential attaché of the Mayor’s' 
office. 

Mr. Brown-went gayly about his mission at 
3:50 o’clock. The Mayor had left his office five 
minutes previously, and Mr. Turner had also 
gone outfor a few moments. Mr. Brown, who 
in his time has served charges on half a dozen 
Police Commissioners and other officials for 
Mayor Grace.ag well as ex-Mayor Cooper, went 
to the Department of Public Works first. He 
found that Mr. Squire was not in his office, but 
‘was attending a meeting of the Aqueduct Com- 
missioners. To the quarters of the latter officials! 
in the Stewart Building went Mr. Brown, first,' 
however, sending a scout upstairs to the fifth); 
floor to report to him as to Mr. Squire’s exact! 
whereabouts. Not hearing from his scout as’ 
soon.as he expected, Mr. Brown went up’ 
stairs himself afoot, and, looking down the 
“corridor, he saw the’Commissioner in earnest 


.|. conversation with a gentleman, both.of whom 


were about to step into the elevator. Withtwe 
or three bounds he reached the elevator. Mr. 
Squire was about toelude him, and was almost 
about to assist the elevator man to shut‘the.door 
of the elevator. Mr. Brown, however, was too 
quick for the Commissioner. He put one foot 
‘between the partially opened door and the ste 
tionary guard, and pushing the door slightly} 
succeeded in squeezing in his body and jumping} 
down a foot or two into the elevator which had! 
been pulled down a little way. 

“T havesomething for you, Mr. Commissioner,” | 
said Mr. Brown to the somewhat dazed chief of 
the Public Works. Department, at the same time’ 
putting in his hand copies of the charges and 
specifications, the notice of hearing, and the 
autograph copy of Mr. Squire’s famous letter of 
resignation so-called. The Cormmissioner looked’ 
surprised for a moment, and then, gathering hiru- 
self together, mechanically turned the pages ctf 
the documents that had been handed him. Just* 
as the elevator reached the second story Mr. 
Squire’s eyes fell upon the autograph copy of 
his “resignation letter,” and with a muttered 
expression he ordered the elevator man to:stop, 
brushed aside Mr. Bréwn, and made a bee line 
for the offices of Aqueduct Contractor John: 
O’Brien and Maurice B. Flynn. It was some 
time before he emerged, and when he did come 
out he went up town to see John H. Strahan to 
engage his legal services. { 

The notice of hearing, the charges and speci- 
fications against Mr. Squire, and the copy of the 
autograph letter to Maurice B. Flynn cover less 
than a dozen sheets of legal printing. The 
charges were sent to the Mayor by Commis-~ 
sioners of Accounts W.P. Shearman and J. B. 
Adamson, who asked the Mayor to name a day 
for a hearing, so that proofs of the same might be 
furnished. There are seven distinct kinds of 
charges made against the Commissioner: 

First—Mutilation of records. 

Second—Certifying to false pay rolls. 

Third—Fallure to comply with the civil service 
law and regulations, under which 23 specifications 
of evasions of the law in the making of appoint 
‘ments are given. 

Fourth—Negiect of duty and unfitness for office. 

F EE gy a of the law and gross and culpable 
mnegiett of duty in reference to the Fifth-avenue 
pavement contract. 

Sixth—The corrupt and illegal bargain with Manu- 
rice B. Flyrm to resign the office of Public Works 
Commissioner when called upon to do so and to con- 
duct the department as Mr. I’lynn should dictate. 

Seventh—Entering into a corrupt and unlawtal 
conspiracy with Mr. Flynn, a contractor havin 
large dealings with the city, by placing the Depart- 
ment of Public Works absolutely in the control df 
Mr. Flynn. 

Charges 6 and 7 are based upon the autograply 
letter of Mr. Squire to Mr. Flynn. This is the 
famous letter which everybody talked of soow 
after Mr. Squire’s confirmation as Commissioner 
of Publio Works. THE TIMES many months ago 
told the story of its existence, and it was in ref- 
erence to the publication of the fact at that time 
that Mr. Squire addressed the Mayor under date 
.of Dec. 31,1885, withdrawing and revoking ‘all 
alleged resignations claimed to be in existence 
prior to: this date, signed or unsigned by me, 
bearing my Official name.” Itis believed that 
Mr. Squire Jaid himself open to criminal prosecu- 
tion by making the bargain with Mr. Flynn, as 
outlined in his letter tothe latter. Under sec’ 
tions 52 and 54 of the Penal Code and section 59 
of the Consolidation act, Mr. Squire may have to 
be tried on an indictment found by aGrandJury. 
Section 59 of the Consolidation act says: 

“No member of the Common Council, head of de- 
partment, chief of burean, Deputy Sherii¥ or clerk 
therein, or other officer of the corporation shali be 
or become directly or iudirectly interested in or in 
the performance of any contract work or business or 
the selling of any article the expense, price, or con- 
sideration of which'is payable from the City Treasury, 
or by any assessment levied by any act or ordinance. 
of the Common Council, * * or shall give or 
promise to give any portion of his compensation or, 
any money or valuable thing to any officer of the city, 
or to any other person in consideration of his having, 
been or being nominated, appointed, elected, or em-} 
yee as such officer, agent, clerk, or employe, under; 

he penalty of forfeiting his office and being forever: 
disqualified from being elected, appointed, or em- 
piers in the service of the city, and shall, on con- 
“viction, be punished for a inisdemeauor.” 

The principle of law in the case was laid down 
inthe case of the People ex rcl. Bush against} 
Thornton, which was before the General Term 
of the Supreme Court of the Third Department

456. The opinion was delivered by Justice } 
Bockes, Justices Boardman and Learned concu 
ring. This is summarized as follows: 

“At @ general election in November, 1878, there; 
were two candidates for the office of County Judge, 
of Sullivan County, T. ¥. Bush and W. L. Thornton.) 
The latter, just before election, circulated a card, 
throughout the county in which he promised that it 
elected he would serve for half the salary allowed 
by law and would pay out of his own Pompe for the 
coal necessary to heat his law office and for all neces- 
sary stationery and blanks. He received the greatest} 
number of votes, was declared elected, and received) 
a ce’ to of election. Mr. Bush then commenced 
procee s in the Supreme Court to oust Thornton, 
claim that these 8 of his were bribes and dis-) 
q him from holding any statutory office.

did not, within the -mesning of the statute, show a. 
disqualification for office, ye

H. LL. GILMER’S STRONG TESTIMONY 


AGAINST ANARCHISTS SCHNAUBELT, 

_ $PIES, AND FISHER, 

CurceaGo, July 28.—August Heun, a print- 
er in thé employ of Vehr & Klein, corner of 
Market and Rad ph streets, WAS Hie ATSt wit- 
ness in the Anarchists’ trial to-day. He set up a 
portion of the circular calling fer the Haytaar- 
ket meeting. Witness ebtained-the copy of this 
circular from Mr. Klein, and he got it from the 
defendant Fisher, whe eame to the printing of- 
fice about 7 o’'G16ck off thé imorting Of May 4. 
Fisher wrote the German versidn of the case, 
and the witié’s was positive he wrote the fol- 
lowing: “ Workingmen! Arm yourself and ap- 
pear in full force.” _ 4 

M. H. Marks, a detective from the Centrat 
Station, was at the Arbeiter-Zeitung office on the 
morning of May 5. “I met Neebe,” said the 
Witness, “on the third floor and told him I eame 
there to make a search of that floor, He said: 
‘All right, you won’t find anything but papers 
and writing materials.’ There was a desk in the 
room. I asked whose desk it was. Neebe said 
it was August Spies’s. On top ofa shelf back of 
this desk I founda package of oily stuff. I asked 
What it was and Neebe said he guessed it was a 
preparation to elean type.

A.—I said he was a tail, 
heavy-set man, with a broad face and light sandy 
hair and blue eyes.

** He stood between me and the lamp,” replied 
the witness. 

Q.—Which way was he facing? A.—Sometimes 
he was facing me, sometimes the other way. 

Q.—And you, in the alley, saw that he had high 
cheek bones?

Engel said 
the machine had been brought to his house some 
weeks before by a man who said it was to be 
used for melting material used in the manufact- 
ure of bombs. Engel said he told the man it 
could be used for no such purpose in his house. 
The man placed it in the basement, however, 
and went away. The crucible was brought into 
vourt and created considerable of a sensation.

The next witness was Officer Herman Schutt- 
ler.

The witness said that 
when he opened the trunk he found, besides the 
articles mentioned, a bomb, which he turned 
over to Capt. Schaack. The bomb, which had 
been unloaded, was brought into court and iden- 
tified. All this appeared to interest Lingg very 
deeply. “When Lingg discovered that I was 
after him,” said the witness, “he drew a big 
navy revolver. I grasped the weapon and we 
clinched and fell to the floor together. We strug- 
gied together till another officer eame to my 
assistance, and We finally got him handcuffed.” 

“Did Tbe ey anythin when you had secured 
him?” aske yr. Grinnell. ‘Yes, he was very 
violent and said, ‘Shoot me, kill me, or I'll shoot 
myself.’” 

Officer Jacob Lowenstein, who came to the as- 
sistance of Schuttler, corroborated the testimony 
of his brother officer, and identified the contents 
of another trunk found in the house when Lingg 
was arrested. There were a quantity of bolts 
and nuts, four bombs, and some pieces of fuse. 
Several other bombs and some more bolts and 
nuts were found behind a baseboard in Lingg’s 
room,

Dexter A. Hawkins, whose death is but 
a fw days past, dtd one Retable thing, one rare- 
ly good thing, in his earliér life that the obituary 
writers have not spoken of. Probably the obit- 
uary writers knew nothing of the matter, but for 
all thint, though it was never blazoned forth, it is 


bearing on history. But for Dexter A. Hawkins 
New-York in war times might have had a far 
ire dreadful experience than any pessimist of 
that period imagined—such i& the drift of this 
story 48 it é¢omeste mé from one of the most 
prominent citizens of this city. 

Mr. Hawkins was a Republican, but in 1863 
he was nvt an elithusiastie supporter of all 
the lines of policy that were adhcréd to in Wash- 
ington. He had skown his patriotism as un 
earnest member of the Union League Club, in 
helping forward the organization df regiments, 
and in other ways of consequence. But the war 
lagged inexcusably, so he thought. He was one 
of the ardent ‘on to Richmond” men; he was 
open in expressing his dissatisfaction with the 
Union Atiny’s progress, New-York was iiitense- 
ly excited, Mr, Hawkins did nut stand aloe in 
his attitude against the ways of the Unionists in 
power; the town ,had a_ veritable army, of 
griunbiérs, thoroughgoing patriots at heart, but 
dreéping and agitated over whit they believed 
to. be the weaknesses of the. Goverimeiit’s 
poli¢y. And New-York was filled with ineh 
veritable rebels at heart; their syiipathies were 
with Jef?

Some gentlemen of preminence were deceived, 
aud finally, when one of the foremost of the 
Tweed contingent called upbu Dexter A. Haw- 
kins, he was able to exhibit the signatures of 
leading Republicans indorsivg the scheme. . Mr. 
Hawkins had been so outspoken in his straight- 
forward way as a eritic of the Government's 
course that the Tweed apostle did not deem it 
the part of unwisdom to speak with special free- 
dom in his presence. Mr. Hawkins heard him to 
the end of his effusive statements. Then quietly 
he said: : 
“What you propose to do is not short of revo-

IRON AND STEEL PRODUOTS. 


THE LARGEST HALF YEAR'S BUSINESS 
EVER DONE. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—-The semi-anunal 
Statistical statement of the American Iron ané 
Steel Association is unusually interesting and 
important. The association has reeeived from 
the manufacturers complete statistics of the pro- 
duction of pig itoh in the United states th the 
first six months of the present year. A stumna- 
Ty of the report is as follows: 

Our production of pig irén in the first six 
tmhouths of 1886 amounted to 2,954,209 tons of 
2,000 pounds, or 2,637,687 tons of 2,240 pounds, 
The vountry has never be fore produéed as muéh 
Pig iren in the sanie time. Prior td 1879 ithever 
produved as mueh pig irén in 4 whole year as it 


He in the tirst six months of 1886, and the pro- 
uétion 6f 1879 was only 116,668 net tons 
greater than thf of the first half of this year. 
The production in the last three half years was 
as folloWs in both net and gross tons: First 
half of 1885, 2,150,816 ret tons, 1,920,371 Bross 
tons; Jast half of 1885, 2,879,053 nef. tona, 
2,124,154 gross tons; first half of 1886, 2,954,- 
209 niet titis, 2,637,687 gross tons. 

The greatest absolute gain mm produeti-fi in 
the first half of 1880 as compared with the last 
half. of 1885 was made hy Pennsylvania, as 
wotld naturally be expected, but aniong the 
States which are prominent in the production of 
pixiron the greatest relative gains were made 
by Ohio and Alabama, each of which greatly m- 
creased its production. New-York, New-Jersey, 
West Virginia, Tennesseé, Hiinvis, Michigan, 
and Wisconsin also show an_ increase, as do also 
the less important States of Maine, Massaehusetts, 
Maryland, indiana, and California; but Virginia, 
Keutucky, Missouri, and Georgia show ade 
crease, Perhaps the most noticeable iner&ase in 
the first half of 1886 was that made by the Le- 
high Valiey. For some time this district las 
been second to Allegheny County, Pehii., but in 
the first half of this year it shot ahead of its act- 
ive Compeiitor, making 320,568 net tons, against 
301,014 tons by Allegheny County. Eath of 
these Pexvinsylvanin distriets, by the way, mike 
more pigiron than any State in the Union ex- 
eept Ohio. é 

ot the tofal produttion in the first balf of the 
present year 1,745,561 net tons were made with 
bituminous eoal aud coke; 1,011,757 tous with 
anthracite coal and mixed anthracite and ecke 
and 196,891.tons with ebareoal. As compared 
With the Jast half of 1885 the production was as 
follows in net tons; Bituminous coal and coke, 
six months 1885, 1,414,327; six months 1886, 
1,755,561; anthracite and coke, six months 
1885, 751,178; six mouths 1886, 1,011,757; char- 
eval, six months 1885, 213,553; six months 
1886, 196,891... It will be seen that the remark- 
able inerease in production in the first six 
months of the present year Was wholly. in pi 
iron made with mineral fuel, that made wit 
charcoal showing 2 decrease. The production of 
pig iron with anthracite coal unmixed with coke 
is rapidly declining. In the first balf of the 
present year only 202,556 net tons were made 
with authracite alone, while 809,201 tons were 
made with mixed anthracite and coke. Inelud- 
ed in the aggregate production of pig iron in the 
first half of the present year were 22,446 net 
tons of Spiegeleisen. This indicates a total pro- 
duction for the year of about 50,000 tons. 

The stocks of pigiron on band and unsold in 
the hands of makers or their agents at the elose 
of the first half of 1886 amounted to 470,421 
net tons, which was a slightincrease on the quan: 
tity held in stock ut the begiiining uf the year, 
nainely, 416,512 tons. At the close of each of 
the last four half years the stocks of unsold pig 
iron Were as follows, in net ftuons: Dee.

tous. This country will make more pig iron in 
1886 than ii any previous year in our history. 

The association bas also received from the 
manifacturers full statistics of the production 
of Besseliier and open hearth steél ingots and 
rails in the United States in the first half of the 
present year. Ouv production of Bessemer steel 
ingots in the first half of IS86 amounted to 
1,073,663 net tons, against 938,418 tons in the 
second half of 1885 and 763,344 tons in the first 
half of 1885. These figures include our produe- 
tion of Clapp-Griffiths ingots in the periods 
mentioned, 24,810 net tons inthe first balf of 
1888, 17,247 tons ip the second half of 1885, and 
4,406 tons in the first half of 1885. Our predue- 
tion of Bessemer stee} rails in the first half of the 
present year amountei to 707,447 net tens, 
against 622,161 tons in the second half of 1885 
aud 452,446 tons in the first half of 1885. Large 
as Was our production of Bessemer steel rails in 
the first half of 1886, it was exeeeded in one of 
the half vears of 1882, if nut in both. Half- 
yearly statistics were not compiled in 1882. In 
that year we made 1,488,155 net tons of 
Bessemer steel rails, the one-half of which 
quantity is greater than our large production of 
707,447 tons in the first half of 1886. Qur pro- 
duction of open hearth steel rails in the first 
half of 1886 was only nominal, amounting to 
852 net tons. ; 

This country, the report concludes, will make 
more Bessemer steel, more Bessemer steel rails, 
and more opén hearth steel, as wellas more pig 
iron, in 1886 thauin any previous year.

Capt. Scott states that his orders are to prevent 
all American fishing vessels from entering Cha 
leur Bay. The cruisers Conrad and Lindsay are 
now employed on that service. The bay can be 
easily protected, as the entrance is only 16 miles 
wide. Capt. Scott states that with the fleet un- 
der him it would be impossible to protect all the 
fishing grounds. The Lansdowne left in the aft 
ernoon for Paspebiac and will cruise in the bay. 
If Capt. Scott’s statements are correct the Canw 
dian Government intends to insist on the British 
interpretation of the three-mile limit being main- 
tained.

THE LABRADOR ON FIRE 


iN OUTBREAK OF FLAMES ON 
THE SHIP AT QUARANTINE. 
tscAPB OF THE PASSENGERS WITHOUT 
THEIR EFFECTS—MANY STATEROOMS 
DESTROYED. 

Pilot George Watson, of boat No. 8, stand- 
ng at 3:25 o'clock yesterday morning on the 
bridge of the steamship Labrador with Perier 
@’Hauterive, the ship’s Captain, saw sparks fly- 
ing from one of the ventilating shafts abaft the 
after smokestacks. The ship had just dropped 
wchor off Quarantine. As the shaft was just 
nbove the cook room, Pilot Watson thought the 
sparks indicated preparations for breakfast, and, 
surprised only that the cooks skouid be so early 
at work, he made some remark about it to Capt. 
'Hauterive. In an instant the Captain blew for 
tll hands on deck. Hesent the head steward and 
the carpenter to find where the sparks came from. 
Fhe other stewards were dispatched to rouse the 
passengers. Part ofthecrewran out the hose 


pnd attached it to the six hydrants on the ship, 
¢ engines having been started to wark thei. 
Others lowered the ship's boats. 

When the first passengers scrambled on deck, 
without having waited in their staterooms to 

row anything over them, they found prepara- 
ons masie for fighting the tire as soon as its po- 
Kition could be fixed, and for a hasty departure 
should sufety demand it. Every man assigned 
to duty was at his post, and not one showed iear 
or excitement. The behavior of the oilicers and 
men, the sight of shore uear by, and the absence 
bf any sign of tire except at the ventilator, from 
Which smoke issued iv an increasing volume, re- 
bssured the passengers, so that some of them 
went back to the staterooms for their clothing 

d valuables. This happened within five min- 
tes afier the alarm. 

While most of the passengers were below try- 
ing to pick up hastily what was most handy in 
their rooms, the steward-and carpenter, having 
looked to nearly every room from the saloon 
forward in search of the fire, tried at last the 
door of the linen room, and ou opening it were 
nhuarly overpuwered by the rush of smoke into 
the passageway. The smoke caught also those 
who were in their stateroois. [t tiled instant- 
ly that part of the ship with a mass so black aud 

ck that no one couid stand up and breathe it. 
Beme rushed franticuily for air and emerged 
hoeking and blinded. Others dropped on their 
auds and knees and crept out. Few were better 
elethed than when they appeared at the tirst 
gulmmons. The officers ied them all to the alter 
fleck. here were 28 cabin passengers. The 
crowd from tne steerage, who had been with 
fifiiculty roused because they were in front of 
the tire and could detect nothing of it, soon 
ttraggied along to the same deck, 161 in number, 
farrying their bags and bundies of clothing with 
theui. Lhey were better otf for comfort by far 
than the cabin people, half clad and sooted and 
blarting from the smoke. 

The tight with the tire lasted two hours. It 
was impossibie, in the dense, black smoke, to 
shut off the compar tinents forward of the saloon. 
Avcordiugly, from the lizen room nearly te the 
saloon, the passageways on which the state- 
rovuins, the officers’ roous, the kitchen, and the 
engine rooms opened, sucked the smoke and 
flame through like immense funnels. Yor a dis- 
tance of about 120 feet nothing on the saloon 
deck, where the tire was, opposed the work of 
destruction. The six pumps on the ship worked 
under full head, and the men broke in the dead- 
lights and let the water deluge the furnace 
below. These opeuings served also aS an escape 
for the smoke. Gefure the fire became quite 60 
bad an ocean steamship and six tughvats’ passed 
uneancernedly by the Labrador, whose whistles 
were blowing distress signals constantly. She 
Was not left alae, however, for the wrecking 
steumer Rescue came alongside and added her 
sireams to those of the ship's hose. 

The Health Oiticer went on board at 5 o'clock, 
while the tire still raged. He was never more 
welcome to a set of passengers, and when he 
said they might be taken off they gave him a 

ood cheer. Then the tug William J. M¢eCaildin 

‘ew up alongside. Her mon rushed into the 
smoke with their hose. in afew minutes, fol- 
lowing this deluge, the fire quieted duwn. As it 
Was not out, however, and fewzring that it might 
work into the hold, the Captain decided to beach 
the ship. She was accordingly run up to Owl’s 
Head, between Fort Hamilton and Bay Ridge, 
and was allowed to drift ashore. “hen the 
French company's tug Fietcher ran up and took 
off the passengers and baggage. An hour later, 
at 7 o'clock, the tire was out. 

Examination of the saloon deck disclosed the 
alinust complete destruction of the woodwork 
along the line of the tre. Only charred uprights 
separated the stateroums on the port side from 
each other and from the passuge way. The 
quarters of ihe officers were destroyed, and 
ouly the doctor saved anything, the others losing 
clothing and other efiects and their money. 
The sturbuard side was not 60 badly used 
up as the port, but badly enough to be beyond 
répair. The cargo, 1,600 tous, composed of Pa- 
risiun case goods, and valued at $1,500,000, was 
not touched by either fire or waiter. It was esti- 
mate i thatit would cust $20,000 to restore the 
ship to her condition before the fire. This was 
her ninety-fifth trip on this line, with the same 
econlmander, and it was her first accident.’ As 
sie is to be transferred to the company’s West 
indian Line the part destroyed by tire was to be 
torn out at ouce On her return to France. Con- 
sequently she will be cleaned and made preagnt- 
abie, and will sail on Saturday as scheduled. The 
loss under the circumstances is figured at $3,00u. 

Nothing is known of the cause of the fire. 
Spontaneous combustion was mentioned by the 
Olticers as a pvussible cause. Agent De Bebian 
thuught some oue may have left a cigarette in 
the liueu room or that a spark from the smoke- 
stack may have been carried through the ven- 
tilating shaft. Several tugs floated the Labra- 
dor jlate yesterday aiternoon, and she steamed to 
her pier. } 

The passengers spoke highly of the conduct of 
the oliicers aud men. Mrs. J. KR. Shaw, who was 
the first tu reach the deck with her daughter, 
left everything behind her. One of the men ran 
to the stewurdess, Mme. Jennette, and returned 
With a heavy ulster and wrap. Another brought 
for the lady a biauket to protect her bare fect 
from the deck. Mrs. Sanderson and her four 

hters ran out from their staterooms in the 
ro in which they ‘had retired. Stewards 
groped their way to the staterooms and 
ured clothing. It was wringing wet, but 

e ladies were glad to get it. lour Sisters 
of Charity on the ship saved enough clothin 
to wear, but lost silver and jewelry. A wate 
with the cases melted was picked up in one of 
their reoms after the fire. A young steward 
named Poullet was of great service to the pas- 
seugera, He ran into the smoke several times 
when it was thickest to get things from the 
staterooms. Once he was gone s6o long § Be 
was given up for lost. Then the sirains of * St, 
Patrick’s Day” came up slrilly from the side of 
the ship. One of the crew looked over and saw 
Poullet with his head out of the window of the 
doctor’s room, which was on tire. He wanted 
help. A rope soon hauled him up on deck. 

One of the tirst cabin passengers, who was 
found at his home in the upper part of the city, 

ot home without a collarand in wet clothes. 

e said that he was on deck with nearly all the 

ssengers until after midnight, the vessel then 

eing off Fire Island. At 1 o’clock, just as he 
was tallingasleep, he was roused by aman open- 
ing his door and flashing the light from a bull’s- 
eye Jantern into his room. He asked who was 
there, and the man said he was the pilot, mut- 
tered something, and went away. The passen- 
ger then fell asleep, but at about 4 o’clock was 

wakened by astrong smell of smoke. He pro- 
eeeded to dress himself, but was only haif clad 
when the smoke became so dense that he was 
eompelied to leave his stateroom. 

The passageway was also filled with smoke, 
and he groped his way to the companion stairs 
aud climbed to the upper deck, where he was 
soon joined hy the other cabin passengers. ‘he 
outer clothing of the passengers was rescued, 
piece by piece, by the cabin stewards, under the 
ead of the purser. This passenger said there 
was very Hitle excitement among either the 
cabin or steerage passengers, and that the crew, 
end particularly ‘the stewards, behaved with 
great coolness. 


TO RETURN THE PENSION FUND. 


The trouble over the Police pension 
fund is notyet settled. In yiew ef the decision 
ef the Court of Appeals, that money deducted 
from the pay of oilicers without their consent 
was illegally deducted, the Police Commission- 
ers propose to return the money, but certain 
clients Of Seward, Da Costa & Guthrie, bene- 
ficiaries of the fund, claim that the members of 
the police force, in the tirst instance, agreed to 
the di duction in that they did not protest against 
it. itis possible that the matter will be taken 
into the courts and that an injunction to re- 
strain the Commissioners from returning the 
money, or an order to compel an investigation 
into the matter of consents, will be sought, 

Nevertheless, the Tax Commissioners yester- 
day adopied a resolution directing the ‘lreas- 
urer of the department to pay back the full 
amount of the deductions—$69,¥60. Special pay 
roils have been prepared for the purpose, and 
the policemen wiil probably receive the money 
to-day. Superintendent Murray sent out an 
order yesterday summoning all the commanding 
officers ef precincis te the office of Commissioner 
MeClave at 10:30 o'clock this morning to re- 
ceive instructions in regard to the payments. 
The Captains will be instructed not te recognize 
any ef the money lenders who have been buying 
up the claims at large discounts. Money due to 
policemen who have died since the deductions 
were made will be paid to their widows or legal 
heirs.

THE OOMPLAINT DISMISSED. 


MES. BRINCKERHOFF’S PETITION FOR A 
DIVORCE DENIED. 

Povcuresrsi®, N. Y., July 28.—The trial 
of the Brinckerhoff divorce case by Judge Bar- 
nard has been the sensation of the day here, 
Counsel for Mrs. Louise Brinckerhoff, the plaint- 
if, were Jobn P. H. Tallman and William I. 
Thorn, and for Capt. Brinckerhoff Homer A, Nel- 
son and Frank Lown. The ¢gourt room was 
packed with spectators. There were nearly 50 
ladies in court during the proceedings. The 
plaintiff bad named Ida Crum as the co-respond- 
ent, and called a number of witnesses to 
show frequent visits night and day by Capt. 
Brinckerhoi? to Miss Crum’s house. One 
witness swore that one evening when the 
Captuin entered the house she saw a 
hand puli down the window curtain and thought 
it was Miss Crum’s, as the dress the woman 
wore was like Miss Crum’s. Another witness, a 
man, swore he was in a factory near the Crum 


house one night about 11 o'clock fixing a fire, 
and looking out of the window saw the Captain 
come out of the rear part of the house, and, walk- 
ing along, suddeniy dodge behind a tree, as 
though he heard some one coming, and the wit- 
ness said he did see a man coming. The 
Captain’s counsel in reply said the Cap- 
tain is quite deaf and could not 
have heard any one coming. Plaintit?® 
also showed that the Captain made frequent vis- 
its to the Cruim house, fight and day, which was 
replied to hy showing that his niece, whom he 
frequently visited, lived in the house, and that 
Ida Cruin was quite ill when he made his visits, 
and the Captaiu’s mother, who thought a great 
deal of Ida, often visited her. Then it was shown 
that after the plaintiff and defendant became 
estranged Ida Crum went to defendunt’s house, 
discharged the servant, and took charge of the 
house berself. This was replied to by defend- 
ant showing that as his wife had left him, and 
his mother, 8? years old, was there alone and 
needed care and attention, Ida came at hia re- 
quest and his niother's request. 

Plaintiff showed that just before the Captain 
mairied he gave Miss Crum a uote far $5,000, 
aud showed that the Captain had said he gaye 
her that tor her care and attention to his mother, 
lying by her side night and day while she was 
sick for weeks, and for that alone, which defend- 
ant did not deny, An attempt to smirch the 
character of the Crum house failed. Next 
plaintif’s counsel called Ada Shannon, who 
Claimed to have been intimate with Capt. 
Brinckerhoff in a disreputable house in 
this city several times since his mar- 
riage. Defendant called the housekeeper of the 
house referred te. She swore she never saw the 
Captain in the house. Ada Shannon, when cross- 
examined, confessed she had served aterm in the 
Albany Penitentiary, Shesaid Detective Barrett 
called an her at Port Jervis, representing him- 
selfasa drummer, andit had been agreed that 
she should he paid $5 a day and expenses for her 
time and trouble in appearing ‘as a witness. 
While she was on the stand Judge Nelson point- 
ed at Abraham Brinckerhoff, who is Capt. 
Brinuckerhoff’s brother and Captain of the ferry- 
boat, and said: ‘Is that the man who was at 
that house with yeu?" and she replied in the af- 
firmative amid great laughter, when she correct- 
ed herself and said in a low tone, ** No, that must 
be his brother.” 

One male witness swore to seeing Capt. Brinck- 
erhoff going in aud coming out of the disreputa- 
ble house once or twice, and was corroborated 
by another male witness, which closed the evi- 
dence for the prosecution. 

The defense called the Sheriff of Broome Coun- 
ty, why swore he wouldn’; belieye Ada Shannon 
under ‘oath. Capt. Brinckerhulf swore he was 
never in the housein question and never saw 
Ada Shannou before. Other testimony of a sim- 
ilar character was given for the defense, when 
counsel summed up, Judge Nelson taking oacca- 
sion to say in his remarks that “ Detective Bar- 
rett ought to go to the river and drown himself,” 
whereupon some one in the audience exclaimed, 
* Amen!’ and great laughter followed. Judge 
Barnard in his remarks completely exonerated 
Ida Crum from an maapicion of guilt whatever, 
and said that Ada Shannon's evidence was 
strong, but not creditable, and denied plaintifi’s 
motion fora diyorce and ordered the complaint 
to he dismissed.

OF STONES. 


A KENTUCKY HAMLET AGITATED OVER 
THE MATTER. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 28.—The inhab- 
itants of Mundy’s Landing, on the Kentucky 
River, in Woodford County, are considerably 
worked up over showers of stones which have 
descended in their midst, Several persons have 
been severely hurt and roofs of houses made to 
rattle like musketry. The scene and location of 
these mysterious visitations are at and near the 
house of Mrs. Lucretia Mundy, widow of Lowry 
Mundy, who died from the effects of poison ad- 
ministered, as charged, by his wife and Dr. 
Davis, the latter now serving a life sentence in 
the penitentiary for being guilty of poisoning, 
and Mrs. Mundy being under indictment as acces- 
sory tothe murder. The first notice taken of the 
falling stones was on Monday last. when_ parties 
piekin blackberries in a patch some disiance 

om the Mundy mansion were surprised at the 
dropping of small stoves in their midst and con- 
tinuing to drop at intervals, Their surprise 
changed to alarin, and with buckets aud berries 
they beat a hasty retreat from the patch. The 
next day Mrs, Dr. Davis, when about 100 yards 
f.om her house, was struck severely on the arm 
by a stone from some unknown direction. Miss 
Aunie Mundy was also hurt, and very severely, 
by a descending stone upon her head. Miss 
Eva Mundy the next day was hit and slightly 
hurt. A negro, Henry, was struck and knocked 
over a cliff, which came near ending his career. 
Saturday and Sunday several negroes were 
struck, one or two of them being severely in- 
jured. The people of the neighborhood of course 
are stirred up. Some think it the work of some 
malicious individual or individuals who are 
creating the sensation. Others think it of the 
supernatural order. But whether from natural 
or unuatural causes all are of the opinion that tt 
is a very strange aifair. Several houses besides 
the Davis-Mundy mansion have been struck and 
the stones descend perpendicularly and not hort- 
zontally as if thrown by the hand of an individual. 





THE BANE GIVEN A OHANOE, 
CurcaGco, July 28.—The Appellate Court 
to-day reversed the decision of the Superior 
Court in the case of the Bank of the State of New- 
York against Robert H. Parkes & Co. The firm 
of Parkes & Co., of New-York, was organized in 
1883, to trade in provisions and grain. Their 
Chicago agent was Melyille E. Nichols, who con- 
Gucted deals for them on the Board of Trade 
here aggregating $9,000,000. The firm failed, 
and was sued by the New-York bank, which pro- 
ceeded against Nichols as garnishee, claiming that 
he owed Parkes & Co. alarge amount of money. 
When the case was tried, drafts to the amount of 
$300,000, drawn on Parkes & Co. by Nichols, 
were put in evidence by the plaintiffs, but the 
court held that they did not prove that Nichols 
was indebted to the firm, the legal presumption 
being that when he drew on them for money he 
must have had money of his own in their hands. 
The garnishee against Nichols was dismissed, 
Justice Bailey,inihe decision reversing the ease, 
said the lawyers were guilty of strange negli- 
fence in not putting witnesses on the stand te 
estify in regard to the drafis and to explain 
_what they meant. In justice to all parties, Jus- 
tice Bailey said; a new trial should be had. 
FAILURES FIN BUSINESS. 
PitTseurG, July 28.—The Sheriff te-day 
closed the Atlas Foundry on execution attach- 
ments aggregating $20.000. The attachments 
cover the stock and movable fixtures only,

The morfgage was given some time 
ago, but was not recorded until iast week.

Fifth-avenue, has been placed in the hands of a 
Receiver. Judgments by confession have becn 
tiled in the courts im favor of James O, Walker 
for $2,241 and the Chicago Trust and Savings 
Bank for $7,060, The assets are said to be 
$15,000 and the liabilities $25,000.

THE LEGISLATIVE BILL.

A compromise wag 
reached with respeet to the Senate ameusgdiment in- 
creasing by $150,000 the appropriation for the In- 
ternal Reve ue Service, both sides assenting to an 
peoryead of $70,000. This leayes the appropriation 
‘or the Internal Revenue Service $1,970,000. Tha 
total appropriation made by the bill 1s $20,654,346, 
which is $86,000 less than the appropriation con- 
tained in the bill as it passed the Senate, and $722,- 

0 less than the appropriation authorized by the 
current law.

Itis gratifying to learn that at leastone 
pf the great industries of this country has 
been showing a decided improvement the 
vresent year. According to the semi-annual 
peport of the American Iron and Steel Asso- 
ciation the production of pig iron for the 
first six months of 1886 shows a marked 
Increase, and exceeds that of any sim- 
jlar pericd in the history of the coun- 
try. In fact, it exceeds that of any full 
year prior to 1879. A similar favora- 
ble showing is made for the manufacture 
of steel ingots. The steel rail industry also

A THUNDERBOLT FOR SQUIRE. 


At length definite charges have been 
formulated against Rorim M. SqurIReE, 
Commissioner of Public Works of this city, 
and he has been notified to appear before 
the Mayor on Wednesday next for the pur- 
pose of a hearing thereon. Unless he can 
make an effective defense against these 
charges he will undoubtedly be removed 
from office by the Mayor, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor of the State. 

First in order of time of the offenses 
charged against Mr. Squire is his corrupt 
agreement with MauRIcE B. FLYXxN to se- 
cure his confirmation by the Board of Alder- 
men on the 31st of December, 1884, in 
case the appointment should be made 
by Mayor Epson, as it was afterward 
made. The original autograph memoran- 
dum of agreement is still in existence, and 
a fac simile copy of it accompanies the 
charges. This document carries its char- 
acter on its face, written by RoLuiw 
M. SqurrE’s own hand, and it contains 
the most astounding agreement of which 
there is any record. To secure his con- 
firmation through the influence of Fiynn, 
who was to secure “not less than four 
County Democracy Aldermen” to vote in his 
favor, SQUIRE not only agreed to place his 
resignation in FLynn’s hands whenever he 
might demand it, but to make no appoint- 
ments without his approval, to make such 
removals as he might suggest and request, 
and ‘“ te transact the business of said office 
as you [FLYNN] may direct.” 

This is a corrupt bargain of the most fia- 








secure an important public office SQUIRE, a

based on this agreement—one for a corrupt 
and illegal bargain and promise to secure 
his appointment, and one for a corrupt and 
illegal conspiracy to place the control of 
the Department of Public Works in the 
hands of Maurice B. FLYNN, a contractor 
to be benefited by its management in his 
interest. 

But there are five ether charges, any one 
of which should be sufficient to secure 
SQUIRE’s removal, if sustained by proof. 
He is specifically accused of mutilating pub- 
lic records by directing certain pages to be 
removed from one of the letter books of his 
department; of certifying false pay rolls to 
the Controller and causing a number of 
men to be paid from the Croton water fund 
for service under the Chief Engineer of the 
Croton Aqueduct when no such service was 
performed; for evasion and violation of the 
civil service law of the State in making 
clerical appointments; for neglect of duty 
and unfitness for office in appointing an ex- 
convict to a responsible position, and of 
violation of law and neglect of duty in 
failing to appoint'an engineer to supervise 
the laying of the Fifth-avenue pavement. 

Under the charge of malfeasance and mis- 
feasance in office in violating the civil 
service law there are 23 specifications, 
showing Squrre’s method of evasion. 
Within a month after he took office he be- 
gan the process of getting men into clerical 
positions without passing the examinations 
required by law, by appointing them as axe- 
men on the Croton Aqueduct, for which no 
examinations were required, and then trans- 
ferring them to the clerical positions with- 
out examination. This was certainly a de- 
liberate failure to comply with the provis- 
ions of the law asto clerical appointments 
and a gross evasion of its requirements, cause 
in itself for the removal of any head of 
department if any pretense is to be made 
of enforcing that law. The appointment 
of the ex-convict POLLARD, which is the 
subject of a separate charge, was made by 
this process. The failure to comply with 
the requirements of the law for the super- 
vision of the Fifth-avenue pavement has 
resulted in bad work under the contract, for 
which SQUIRE is responsible. 

This array of charges, added to SquiIrRr’s 
general incompetency and utterly worthless 
and disreputable character constitute 
causes for removal, if the law providing 
for the removal of heads of departments in 
this city means anything at all or can ever 
be used to get rid of corrupt, incompetent, 
or disreputable officials. Of the Mayor's 
action, if proof of the chargesis presented 
as promised by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, there can be no question. The Gov- 
ernor has made loud proclamation of his 
belief in the doctrine of local self-govern- 
ment for cities, and it is not to be believed 
that he will use his power of giving or with- 
holding approval of the Mayor’s judgment, 
to force upon the city in one of 1ts most im- 
portant administrative offices a man proved 
guilty of such flagrant corruption, such 
daring violations of law, and such shameful 
incompetency. 








FRANCE AND BOULANGER. 
The French elections-of last October, the 


‘expulsion of the Orleans Princes during the 
‘present Summer, and the somewhat sensa- 


tional performances of Gen. BOULANGER 
have formed a series of events leading some 
prophets to declare that the days of the 
Third Republic are already numbered. 

Whether this prediction shall eventually 
be verified or not, it is clear that an alto- 
gether exaggerated importance has thus far 
been attributed to the acts of the French 
War Minister. It may or may not be true, 
as La France Militaire, a professional journal 
reputed to enjoy his confidence, has 
affirmed, that by the year 1891 he 
“‘will make the German Princes tremble 
on their thrones.” But it is certain that 
with the exception of his social army club 
system and his striking from the army list 
the names of officers like the Duc D’AUMALE 
and MuraT as belonging to families that 
have once reigned in France, there is noth- 
ing to justify the theory that he is meditat- 
ing either a foreign war for France or a 
military dictatorship for himself. Even 
these acts certainly have no -relation to a 
future war of revenge against Germany; 
and while the latter one might be supposed 
to be a sweeping away betimes of inevi- 
table obstacles and rivals from his own am- 
bitious path, a less far-fetched hypothesis 
would be that he made a natural interpre- 
tation of the fourth article of the law of ex- 
pulsion as passed by the two chambers. 

If we look at the other military measures 
of BOULANGER we shall find his changes 
largely administrative and technical, in 
some cases of doubtful utility and in many 
experimental. His propositions, however, 
largely concern the staff, and it will often 
be found that while some old duties and 
privileges are taken away from certain or- 
ganizations -in one direction, others are 
added in another direction. The engineers, 
for example, are to be organized into twelve 
regiments, having the three-battalion for- 
mation, with four companies in each bat- 
talion, or twelve companies in each regi- 
ment. Two battalions in each regiment 
will be gunners and the third sappers and 
miners. To effect this the heavy artillery 
in garrison and the marine artillery will 
be consolidated with the engineers, and 
the pontoneers as a separate organiza- 
tion abolished. With these changes the 
Ecole Polytechnique will no longer be ex- 
pected to supply officers for the artillery and 
engineers, but yet a body of military engi- 
neers from the school will have charge of 
constructing permanent fortifications and 
of manufacturing ammunition and other 
military material. Here it is evident that 
the main thing accomplished is a certain re- 
organization and redistribution of forces, 
rather than an addition to them either for 
ends of personal aggrandizement or foreign 
war. And the same thing would be seen on 
examining other changes which he has 
proposed. As for the hurried arming of 
troops with magazine small arms, this was 
the result of long experiment, possibly a lit- 
tle hastened by the far more extensive action 
of Gormany in the same direction. 

It is quite probable, too, that the many 





with established customs will undermine 
instead of increasing his present popularity 
in the army itself, which alone could help 
him to a military dictatorship. Col. HENNE- 
BERT, the well known author of ‘‘ L’Europe 


sous les Armes,” who was formerly a Pro- 


fessor at St. Cyr, says that BoULANGER’S 
projects mean simply disorganization and 
ruin. Another writer shows that since 
last Summer, in a period of eleven 
months, 86 officers have thrown’ up 
their commissions, all but one _ be- 
ing company officers. He attributes 
the result to the manner in which promo- 
tions are efferted, the insubordination of re- 
cruits, and the extra work thrown upon 
officers by the short-service system. Bovu- 
LANGER’S reprimand of Gen. SAUSSIER, the 
Military Governor of Paris, for an act rather 
indiscreet, and his removal of SAUSSIER’S 
chief of staff, with other stern admoni- 
tions to old officers no doubt made some 
enemies. It is averred that BOULANGER is 
already less popular than of old in the army. 
But this, like the contrary view, is to be 
taken with allowances. 

Indeed, one reason why the present anx- 
iety has been created about the French War 
Minister is the tendency in Paris to manu- 
facture a sensation out of anything that 
will bear it, evenif a little pure invention 
must be added in the process. It is perfect- 
ly possible, of course, that BOULANGER may 
endeavor some day to play the réle of the 
First Consul. But it is also within the 
range of possibility that instead of being a 
dictator or directing the French Army 
against Germany five years hence, he may be 
on the shelf, observing some successor fur- 
nishing the wonder for the hour. 








STRIKES AND BOYCOTTS. 

Every day furnishes proof that the boy- 
cott has some of the qualities of the boom- 
erang or of a gun that kicks. For example, 
a fund was raised for a permanent exhibi- 
tion in Minneapolis, and buildings were 
planned upon which hundreds of men would 
have been employed.’ But among the work- 
men were several non-union bricklayers 
whom the managers refused to discharge. A 
boycott was declared against the whole un- 
dertaking without regard to the benefits 
of many kinds which such an exhibition 
would confer upon the working people of 
the city. 

The boycott declared against an under- 
taker in this city because his prices were 
lower than those usually exacted was one 
in which the poor should have taken a 
deep interest, for the persecuted undertaker 
was their benefactor. There should be free 
competition in.the undertaking business 
for the benefit of those upon whom funeral 
expenses are a very heavy burden. It is 
the sheerest folly for any labor organization 
to support a boycott of this kind. 

Strikes in the building trades reduced 
the number of buildings erected in Brook- 
lyn for the first six months in 1886 to 
1,878, the number in the corresponding 
months of 1885 having been 2,030. 
The value of the buildings was less by 
12 per cent. Comparison shows that 
there was an advance of $700,000 up to 
the third week of April; afterward there 
was a loss of $2,000,000 owing to strikes 
and the consequent timidity of capital. 
Work that should have employed thousands 
of men was not done. Strikes havechecked 
building operations in the West, and men 
employed in builders’ hardware factories in 
the East have suffered loss of work and 
wages-because there has been a very light 
demand for the goods which they make, 
sales in some cases having fallen off 90 per 
cent. 


OLEOMARGARINE IN POLITIOS. 


There is as little of the milk of human 
kindness in the oleomargarine ‘business as 
of that of the domestic cow. The case of 
Mr. ALLEN, a Representative in Congréss 
for the Eighth District of Massachusetts, 
exhibits the rancid and rancorous aspects of 
beef suet in a strong light. Mr. ALLEN 
voted for the bill to raise revenue by taxing 
oleomargarine, and the oleomargarine peo- 
ple have determined to convert him into an 
awful example by defeating his re-election. 

THE Trims yesterday set forth the meth- 
ods by which it is proposed to compass the 
defeat of Mr. ALLEN. His district, which is 
mainly composed of the cities of Lawrence 
and Lowell, is not a dairy district, like the 
neighborhood which is graced by the resi- 
dence of Senator WARNER MILLER. The 
census does not enable us to say with 
accuracy how many milch cows are 
among Mr. ALLEN’s constituents, for 
the reason that the returns of milch 
cows are made by counties, while 
in Massachusetts the Congressional dis- 
tricts are laid out without regard to county 
lines. Butin the three counties, parts of 
which go to make up Mr. ALLEN’s district, 
there are but about 75,000 milch cows all 
told, and it is excessive to estimate that 
half of them are-owned by his constituents. 
Compare with this the 93,000 cows of St. 
Lawrence County in this State, or the 
61,000 of Jefferson, or the 68,000 of Oneida, 
and it will be seen that the friends 
of axle grease as an article of food have 








chosen.a weak point for attack. Assuming. 


that the cow vote of the Eighth Massachu- 
setts District will be cast solidly for 
Mr. ALLEN, how insignificant it is com- 
pared with the votes. of the cotton opera- 
tives of Lowell, who care little and know 
less whether what they consume as butter 


isin fact the product of the churn or the 


soap barrel. And it must be remembered 
that the cow vote is to some extent 
divided against itself. Mr. ARMOUR, 
who is reported to be interesting himself 
against Mr. ALLEN, may, for all we know, 
have added to his ancient title of the Hog 
Products King the still prouder style of the 
Oleomargarine Autocrat. He can _ get 
30 cents a pound for his refuse grease 
by the simple device of calling it butter in- 
stead of one-tenth of that amount by call- 
ingit grease. It may naturally be inferred 
that he has to pay something more for it 
than he would have had to pay if it 
had remained a mere lubricant instead 
of becoming food for the masses. If 
the price of what in Scotland is known 
asa “beast,” and in New-England as a 
‘‘critter,” is affected by the great scientific 
discovery that people will eat more suet 
if you call it butter than they will eat if 
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you call it suet, the owner -of the cow 


should and possibly does get some share in 


the advance. It is not therefore fair to 
infer that the cattle growers are unani- 
mous against the oleomargarine men. The 


cattle barons of the Plains, for example, 
no doubt sympathize with them, and a di- 


version may be effected even in the cow vote 
of the East similar to the withdrawal from 
the Democratic ticket at the last election of 
the “Blaine Irishmen.” 

We need not blame the oleomargarine men 
for fighting with all the weapons at their 
command. They are made the victims of 
a tax imposed ostensibly for revenue, and 
they havo the right of every other specially 
taxed class to agitate for the removal of 
their burden, and to do so by defeating 
members of Congress who have helped to 
put the burden upon them, if they can. As 
a correspondent suggests, they are in the 
same position in which the makers of shoddy 
would be if they were taxed in the interest of 
the makers of woolen cloth. The right and 
interest of the public are the same in both 
cases. They are to know what the public 
is buying, and not to have shoddy offered 
to it for cloth, nor axle grease for butter. 
If there ‘be a sanitary objection either to 
shoddy as an article of clothing, or to axle 
grease as an article of food, the case as- 
sumes an entirely different aspect. But a 
tax on oleomargarine prevents it neither 
from being manufactured nor from being 
sold for what itis not. The whole effect of 
the statute, so far as it has any effect, is to 
raise the price of oleomargarine to the con- 
sumer, and by consequence the price also 
of its competing product, butter. 

But the gleomargarine men should not 
imagine that they will be permitted to have 
the fight all their own way. <A sage has re- 
marked that when bad men unite the good 
also must associate. When the oleomarga- 
rine men run an axle-grease candidate on a 
butter platform against Mr. ALLEN, they 
must expect to be confronted by the united 
forces of the dairymen. All the shades of 
opposition to oleomargarine—the Prohibi- 
tionists, the high license men, the total ab- 
stainers; the moderate eaters, the green paint 
men, who propose to make oleomargarine 
odious—will pool their issues and rally to the 
support of the friend of butter. If the first 
test is made in the Eighth District of Mas- 
sachusetts, the efforts concentrated upon 
that constituency will be tremendous, and 
the growers of cattle, whether for the dairy 
or the trying pot, may find that voting is a 
more profitable occupation than either. 








VIRTUE ON THE JERSEY COAST. 
Two respected readers of THE NEw- 
York Trmes who make their homes during 
the Summer in the big twin colonies on the 
New-Jersey seacoast known as Ocean Grove 
and Asbury Park have taken exception to 
some sharp but interesting statements con- 
cerning those places in a letter from Long 
Branch printed on the 12thofJuly. The 
midsummer population of the two resorts is 
more than 100,000, and a large proportion 
of the occupants of the inns, boarding 
houses, and private cottages are people of 
unquestioned respectability. Ocean Grove 
is a resort for members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the religious element 
prevails also in Asbury Park. The sale of 
intoxicating liquors is strictly prohibited, 
no trains stop on Sunday, at the big rail- 
road station which serves for both places, 
and surf bathing is not permitted on that 
day except during an hour or so in the early 
morning. A casual visitor at either place 
derives the impression that there are almost 
as many children frolicking upon the beach 
as there are grains of sand in the beach it- 
self, or billows on the ocean, and a healthy, 
wholesome lot of infants they are too. 

Well, the objectionable correspondent, a 
keen observer, sojourning in the neighbor- 
hood for a day or two, thought he detected 
a discordant element, a grain of sinful 
leaven in the abundant virtue, and he said 
so frankly, in vigorous English. He noted 
that in spite of the prohibition laws 
young men,.and old men as well, could buy 
liquor enough to fuddle their brains in the 
drug stores, and there are a good many drug 
stores. He observed that women exhibited 
themselves on the beach and in the surf in 
costumes so audaciously scant as to amaze a 
person who had passed many Summers at 
wicked Long Branch. On the beach prom- 
enade and in the broad avenues he met 


‘people, making themselves very much at 


home, who in face, manner, and attire re- 
sembled not at all the law-abiding, God- 
fearing folk who constitutethe bulk of the 
population. Finally, in a local newspaper 
owned by the Mr. BrRapLEY who founded 
Asbury Park and owns most of the land 
there, he read a shocking charge of im- 
morality, which, even if it was untrue, 
nevertheless indicated the prevalence of a 
grain of. wickedness amid so much purity 
and conscious virtue. 

Now it seemsthat our correspondent was 
mistaken. A lady who has spent seven Sum- 
mers in Ocean Grove unhesitatingly de- 
clares that he looked at things through a 
“dusty microscope,” and likens him to Mr- 
TON’s Satan gazing on Paradise. The same 
lady, however, makes an assertion which is 
less vague and more interesting, and here it 
is: ‘“‘As forthe much-berouged and anti- 
quated female whom he seems to have met 
in his rounds here and dubbed ‘the belle of 
the place,’.I can only say there are plenty of 
nice, fresh, refined, and blooming young 
girls whom one would have thought more 
agreeable objects of contemplation.” We 
applaud the sentiment in this, and admit 
the fact with pleasure. 

Another resident, of the opposite sex, bold- 
ly proclaims that the correspondent of THE 
TIMES “may have failed in an attempt to 
obiain some of the ambrosial nectar at As- 
bury Park” and taken his revenge by slur- 
ring the place; and he likens the correspond- 
ent to ‘“‘that disagreeable bird that flies, 
careless, over sweet and ‘toothsome viands,” 
an ornithological comparison that is doubt- 
less as severe as it is mysterious. All 
of which goes to show that our corre- 
spondent must have been mistaken. We 
are grateful to the residents of Ocean Grove 
for setting us right in this matter. Of 
course, if there had really been an objection- 
able element in the neighborhood, an infin- 
ence at work there which, if allowed to 
thrive, would in time destroy its distinctive 
character and ruin its reputation, it would 








have been & creditable ‘deed to make the 
facts known; but as we have the assurance 
that nothing but spotless virtue is to be 


found along the coast between Deal Lake 
and the southern. boundary of the camp- 


meeting colony it behooves us to congratu- 
late the good people of Asbury Park and

EDITOR CUTTING STILL IMPRISONED I! 
MEXICO. Tee 

Fort Worth, Texas, July 28,—Secretarg 
Bayard may think the newspaper accounts of th¢ 
situation at El Paso del Norte exaggerated, but 
there can be no mistaking the sentiment of the 


people of Texas in regard to the imprisonment of 
Cutting. Reports from all over Northern Texas 
show that the Cutting case is the absorbing topic 
of conversation. The truth is, Texans are itching 
for war. Local military companies are drilling 
in nearly every town in the State, and the wat 
feeling is universal. To-day a telegram was re. 
ceived from El Paso, which afterward proved ta 
be a canard, stating that Cutting had been taken 
from jail and shot. The report spread like wild: 
fire. Knots of men collected to discuss the situ- 
ation. Some of the best citizens acted like wild 
men, and were ready to start for the front at 
once. This warlike feeling throughout the State 
can only be accounted for by the fact that Texas 
merchants, who have any dealings with Mexico, 
have been invariably maltreated and beaten in 
their transactions. There are many Mexicans 
in Texas, but all of them are of the lowest class 


Ex Paso, Texas, July 28.—Editor Cut. 
ting, for whose release the United States Gov. 
ernment made a formal demand on Mexico, still 
remains in jail. The air in the dungeon in which 
he is incarcerated became so dreadfully foul 
that orders were given to break a small opening 
through the thick adobe wall so as to admit 
fresh air. Before this was done there was na 
ventilation except by means of a small door, 
His daily allowance for subsistence has been 
raised from 7 cents to 50 cents per day. Mexican 
troops are kept busy at some kind of work in the 
rear of the barracks and the old cathedral. They 
deny that they are building fortifications or in« 
trenchments, but refuse to state what the work 
is they are employed upon. Tho attitude of th 
Mexican authorities shows very clearly that they 
do not intend to give Cutting up under any cir 
cumstances. 

Sefior Rumos, Chief-Justice of the State of Chi 
huahua, in company with Sefior Rincon, th¢ 
Governor’s private secretary, were at El Pai¢ 
yesterday and had a talk with some of the lead 
ing citizens about the Cutting case. They could 
arrive at no other conclusion than that Cuttin 
was guilty of deliberate and flagrant contemp 
of court, and the offense being committed on 
Mexican soil came under Mexican laws. They 
stated that the publication made by the prisoner 
in the El Paso newspaper did not figure in the 
matter at all, except as corroborating the charge 
of contempt based upon other acts. Both gen- 
tlemen said the question was now the subject of 
correspondence between the two Governments 
and would be settled in the ordinary course oj 
diplomacy, but that the Government of Mexic 
could not be frightened into an unconditio 
surrender. Y 





CROPS IN OHIO. 

CoLtumsvus, Ohio, July 28.—The Ohio 
wheat crop has all been harvested, and as a rule 
the quality is of the very best. The Secretary 
of the State Board of Agriculture estimates the 
yield of Winter wheat at 33,480,063 bushels, 
the average yield during the past seven years 
being 38,370,300 bushels. The corn crop will 
undoubtedly fall considerably short of last year’s 
yield, as in some sections of the State, notably 
Northern Ohio, the crop is likely to prove nearly 


a total failure. This is especially true on shal- 
low and high lands. In Southern and Central 
Ohio the conditions are reversed, and the 
present indications are favorable to an 
unusually large eld on all the low 
lands and throughout the entire Scioto 
Valley. In Southern Ohio the general conditions 
are favorable, and the crop will be fully up to 
the average, although the grub and wire worm 
have in some localities done no little damage. 
Oats are fully up to the average, are in fine con« 
dition, and of excellent quaiity. An abundant 
yield of potatoes of the late variety is assured in 
the event of rain, which is much needed at the 
present time. Ii some sections of the State 
pastures have been severely scorched by the hot 
sun during the past 10 days, but local showers 
have been numerous, and but comparatively 
small damage is reported.

DECISION AGAINST THE CITY. 

AuBany, N. Y., July 28.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day at Saratoga dismissed the appeal 
of the city of New-York against the action of the 
State Board of Equalization last year. The 
State Board, at its meeting in September last, 
was requested by the city of New-York to re- 
duce the valuation of real and personal property 
in that city $158,885,920. The board declined 
to do this; but, in making the equalization, 
increased the valuation of the city of 
New-York in the sum of $112,148,818, 
From this action of the State Board 
the city removed the matter into the 
Supreme: Court by writ of certiorari. This mo- 
tion was argued and docided last Winter, and the 
General Term of that court held that, although 
the written digest. of facts provided for by the 
statute was not made, yet the members of the 
State Board of Equalization had the right to act 
without it, and upon their individual and private 
judgment and knowledge, and therefore refused 
tointerfere With the equalization as made.. From 
this action of the General Term the city appealed 
to the Court of Appeals. The case was argued 
in June last. The Court of Appeals holds that 
the action of the General Term in dismissing the 
writ was not reviewable in that court. 





THE BALLOT BOX STUFFERS. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, July 28.—There were 
three convictions to-day of ward politicians who 
were concerned in the big and bold frauds at the 
October election. These are the first convictions 
which have occurred. The Grand Juries were at 
tirst packed in favor of “the gang,” and no in- 
dictments could be secured. Then the courts 
moved slowly and entered upon the trials, 
only compelled to do so by an aroused 
public opinion. The first defendant to 
be brought to trial was Purcell. who fled to Can- 
ada the night the jury was sworn. In the next 
trial, that of Burns, the jury disagreed. Those 
convicted to-day were John Minor and Patrick 
Kelly, election judges, for adjourning the count 
berore it was completed, and John Tosney, 
judge of election, for putting 200 fraud- 
ulent ballots into the ballet box. The bal- 
lot box at the voting place where Kelly 
and Minor adjourned was tainpered with before 
the count was resumed. The juries to-day con- 
victed on the first ballot. Other election trials 
are to follow immediately. To-day’s convictions 
have greatly disturbed the big office holders and 
politicians who are believed to have managed 
the frauds. They are afraid some of the de- 
fendants will turn State’s evidence and tell the 
whole story.

at its head. The procession marched to 
the basilica, where a number. of ad- 
dresses were presented. Several very hand- 
some arches were erected on the _ streete 
in honor of the event. At 4 P. M. Cardinal Tasch- 
ereau held a levee at the Bishop's palace 
where a large number of prominent citizens paid 
their respects to his Eminence. At 7 o’clock th 
decrees from Rome were read in the basilica, 
at 9 o’clock a grand display of fireworks sand 
place on the river.

MAJOR BACON’S ASPIKATIONS. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 28.—When the State 
Democratic Convention was called to order at 
noon to-day the most noticeable feature was the 
absence of the average politician. The men who 

ever since 1872 have been recognized as the 
party “‘ bosses” were most conspicuous for their 
absence. For 12 years Major Bacon had been 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. He 
was thus brought into close personal relation- 
ship with the men who carried the counties in 
their pockets. The great bulk of these men 
during the last six years became pledged to 
Bacon’s Gubernatorial candidacy, and were in 
the field in their respective counties as delegates 
in Bacon's interest. The dash of Gen. Gordon 
into the field, therefore, not only laid Bacon on 
the shelf, but relegated the local rulers to the 
rear. In their stead there came to the conven- 
tion a body of men, most of whom were oid 
' soldiers, and who have never entered politics 
and never would have done so had not the spirit 
of comradeship urged them to rally to their old 
commander. 

Judge John T. Clarixe,the temporary Chair- 
man, afier congratulating the party upon its suc- 
cess, gloried in the fact that it represented the 
white men of the State. In the prayer the Rey. 
Mr. McDonald surprised the audience by putting 
ina plank for the memory of old soldiers, and 
another for home rule in Ireland. This was 
eclipsed by the speech of Judge Bingham, the 
permanent Chairman, who launched into a par- 

isan eulogy of Gen. Gordon, much to the chagrin 
of the Bacon men, and then suggested President 
Cleveland as a good man for renomination. 

The first snarl in the proceedings was over the 
admission of the delegates from Bartow County. 
This is the home of Dr. Felton, a locally noted 
independent. Dr. Felton declared that he would 
not vote for Gordon even if nominated, and 
when his County Convention met induced it 
to reject a resolution promising fealty to the 
party nomination. whereupon the Gordon men 
withdrew and appointed a contesting delegation. 
These rival bodies appeared before the conven- 
tion, and upon their case a sensational debate 
took place. It ended, however, by the seating of 
the Gordon delegates by a vote of over two to 
one. 

Major Bacon was first placed in nomination for 
Governor, after which Gen. Gordon’s name was 
presented. The scene was one of stirring enthu- 
siasm. The ballot was ordered, when a wild 
stampede for Gordon took place. A motion to 
make the nomination unanimous was resisted by 
about 20 delegates. The Bibb County delega- 
tion finally gave way, and at lastin a scene of 
the wildest confusion the nomination was de- 
clared unanimous. Two delegates, however, 
mounted their seats and declared their dissent. 
Gen. Gordon was then presented to the conven- 
tion, and made a speech full of unction for the 
old soldiers who had clung to him through the 
contest. It was now 8 o’clock at night and the 
nomination of the old State House officers for re- 
election was made without incident. », Among 
these renominations were the Hon. W. Wright, 
for Controller-General; the Hon. N. C. Barnett, 
for Secretary_of State; the Hon. Clifford Ander- 
son, for Attorney-General, and the Hon. R. M. 
Hardeman, for Treasurer. 

Major Bacon, notwithstanding the ground 
swell for Gordon, refuses to ba, comforted, and 
will, itis said, be a candidate for the fifth time 
two years hence.

The session was held with closed doors, and the 
official report of the proceedings has not yet 
been given to the press. During the day the 
Chairman of the Prohibition State Com- 
mittee appeared by invitation and addressed 
the gathering, stating that the temperance 
folks were willing to unite with the Republicans 
if given any encouragement. In response to 
this a resolution was adopted to the effect that 
the Republican Party favored the immediate 
submission to the people of an amendment to 
the State Constitution prohibiting the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicants within the limits 
of the State. Itis expected an address to the 
voters of the State will be issued in a day or 
two as the outgrowth of the conference.

THE AMERICAN BAPTISTS. 


THEIR PUBLICATION SOCIETY ON THE 
EMBEZZLEMENT OF THE FUNDS. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 28.—The American 
Baptist Publication Society met yesterday after- 
noon and authorized the publication of a state- 
ment in regard to the embezzlement of funds by 
the bookkeepers, William P. Pierson and Edward 
Felsburg. The statement recites essentially the 
same facts that were published in THE TIMES 
this morning, and says: 

“The fact of the theft was known to the board at 
the time o: the last anniversary, but as the examina- 
tion vas not then nearly completed and the ameunt 
stolen not cefinitely known ang as publicity 
just then would have endangered the recovery 
of some property, the board deemed it best 
for the society not to make the matter public at that 
time. However, the facts stated in the Treasurer’s 
and Auditor’s reports, as made at the anniversary, 
are exactly correctin every particular. The cash 
balance in the treasury and in transit March 
31, 1886, was $413,809 17. If this balance 
seems largs, it should bs remembered that tbe soci- 
ety pays all its bills monthly. This statement was 
made up to April 1, but on April 15, the next regular 
mouthly pay day, aflarge part of this balance was 
paid out. Besides, the society is ed toarrange for 
the purchase of some machinery that is greatly 
needed in its manutacturing department. The 
capital at that date was, as statedg $572,- 
543 66, but had it not been tor this embez- 
zliement of $26,000 the capital would have been 
just that much more? The bozrd has decided to have 
the accounts audited hereafter every three months 
by en experienced outside accountant and has taken 
every aed precaution to make another theft im- 
possible.” 

The board appointed a committee of five, 
whose names were not made public, to decide 
whether Felsberg should also be arrested for em- 
bezzlement. Felsberg is not in the city. For 
some weeks he bas been traveling in the inter- 
est of a Baptist weekly paper with which 
his brother is connected. His residence 
is at No. 2,214 Sevbert-street. It is 
a neat three-story building, very comfortably 
furnished, indicating its owner to be possessed 
of a very desirable income. Mrs. Felsberg said 
to-night that her husband had been away overa 
week and might be back almost any time. When 
he left he told her that owing to the nature of 
the business he was engaged in it would be im- 
possible to fix a date for his return. She scouted 
the idea that her husband was implicated in 
the embezzlement. She said it was impossible 
and that he was only wanted as a witness. From 
people living in the neighborhood it was learned 
that Felsberg always lived well, dressed well, 
had the best on his table that the market afford- 
ed, and always paid his bills regularly. He was 
supposed to be in receipt of a large salary. 

Bail was entered by Pierson yesterday in the 
sum of $5,000 to appear before Magistrate Len- 
non when heis able. It was furnished by Chief 
of Police S. I. Given. The speculations of the 
pair of bookkeepers covered a very wide range. 
Felsberg was a very familiar figure around 
the Petroleum Exchange for two years. 
Usually the two traded as partners, though 
each occasionally took a fiyer on _ his 
own account. They had a running account for 
some time with Clayton Erb, the oil broker, and 
closed owt last May, according to the latier’s 
statement, about $2,000 ahead. They also 
went quite heavily into mining stocks, a 
large amount of which were turned over 
to the society. Another favorite speculation 
was dealing in stock privileges. They were al- 
ways ready to dealin puts and calls when other 
things looked dull. They bought stock in glass 
companies not yet established, in natural gas 
wells never driven, in Florida land schemes, in 
Western ranches; in fact, they seemed to have a 
perfect maniafor anything that was particularly 
risky and valueless. Their idea was that by tak- 
ing a wide range of chances they would surely 
strike something which would be valuable. 
Bucket shops were also liberally patronized. 
Merrick Price & Co. and Charles Garland 
& Co. were their principal resorts, and 
their experience was like that of 
the majority who engaged in this 
kind of speculation. They had _ considerable 
dealings with Ladner Brothers, and lost heavily 
through the failure of that firm. The discrep- 
ancy between the amount claimed by the board 
to have been received and that as given by 
Pierson is accounted for in the different valua- 
tions of their securities. Some of the stocks are 
almost valueless. The real estate includes a 
house in Wenonah, N. J., and some uncultivated 
Jands in Florida.

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FESTIVITIES AT OTTAWA. 


CARDINAL TASCHEREAU RECEIVED WIFH 
GREAT HONORS. 

Ottawa, July 28,.—Ottawa was en féte 
to-day on the occasion of the commencement of 
the rejoicings and exercises in connection with 
the elevation of Bishop Duhamel to the dignity 
of Archbishop. An enormous crowd, which in- 
cluded thousands of strangers, was at the station 
when the special train from Montreal, with 
Ca:dinal Taschereau, Mer. O'Brien, and 30 
or 40 distinguished ecclesiastics on board, 
arrived shortly after 12 o'clock. Mayor Mc-. 
Dougal, attired in his official robes and wearing 
his insignia of office, accompanied by Messrs. 
P. Baskerville, member of Provincial Parlia- 
ment; Dr. St. vean, President of the Re- 
ception Committee, and the Joint Secretaries, 
immediately stepped on to the platform 
and welcomed them to the capital. A pro- 
cession, consisting of all the — religious, 
national, and athletic associations and organiza- 
tions, was formed and proceeded to the Basilica. 
His Eminence and the other members of his 
party came next in carriages, whiie a line of 
carriages, a mile in length, brought up the 
rear. The greatest enthusiasm was displayed 
as the long line traversed the various streets. The 
sidewalks overflowed, so numerous were the 
spectators, and even the roadway was invaded. 
Flags and streamers floated from nearly every 
housetop or hung in pleasing, yet bewildering, 
confusion. Cardinal Taschereau was not in- 
sensible to the cordial reception and his vener- 
able countenance beamed with  pleas- 
urable satisfaction. His Eminence wore 
the garb characteristic of a Prince 
of the Western church, while his head was 
crowned with «a broad brimmed red hat. The 
various societies on reaching the Basilica count- 
ermarched, finally taking up positions on both 
sides of the street in order to allow space for his 
Eminence to pasa by. Eight thousand persons 
tilled the chureh A _ chair was placed 
at the foot of the altar where his Eminence was 
seated on entering the sacred editice. . The 
chnrch presented a magnificent appearance. The 
Archbishop’s throne was decked in crimson, 
white and gold, while over it was placed the 
escutcheon bearing his arms. 

Dr. St. Jean, on behalf of the French Catholics, 
and Mr. P. Baskerville, member of Provincial 
Parliament, on behalf of Irish Catholics, read 
addresses of welcome. His Eminence replied 
firstin French and thenin English, and in the 
latter address said he had ‘always __ en- 
tertained an exalted opinion of the Irish 
Catholics of Canada. A largely attended 
levee was held in the afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
Clergymen are arriving by every train in order 
to be present at the religious exercises to-mor- 
row, when Archbishop Duhamel will be invested 
with the pallium.

TOO MANY ROTTEN EGGS. 

NauGatuck, Conn., July 28.—Justice 
Shelley, of Hotchkissville, will hear a queer 
case on Aug. 7,in which two well known citi- 
zens and a lot of rotten eggs are concerned. 
The Rev. Frederick W. Richards is a preacher, 
whose headquarters is in Hotchkissville, but 
who ministers to a number of small congrega- 
tions scattered about the country.

STARTING A FREIGHT WAR 


A BROKEN AGREEMENT ON 
PROVISION RATES. 

A FIGHT AMONG THE ROADS GOING 
SOUTH FROM MEMPHIS WHICH 
THREATENS TO BECOME SERIOUS. 

CuicaGo, July 28.—A serious war on pro- 
vision rates to Southern points from Chicago 
and Kansas City lately begun. The trouble was 
brought about by the active competition 
between the Kansas City, Springfield and 

Memphis Railroad and the roads running to 

Memphis and points south thereof from 

Chicago. Seven or eight months ago an 

agreement was entered into between the 

Kenseas City, Springtield and Memphis 

Railroad and the other lines referred to by which 

the rate on provisions from Chicago to Memphis 

was to be 6 cents higher than from St. Louis and 

1 cent less than from Kansas City, which made 

the rate on provisions 22 cents trom Chicago to 

Memphis, 23 cents from Kansas City to Mem- 

phis, and 16 cents from St. Louis to Memphis. 

The agreement, however, was not maintained, 
and gradually rates were reduced until at pres- 
ent provisions are taken from Chicago to Mem- 
phis at 15 cents. She Kansas City and Memphis 

Road is bemg badly hurt and is bitterly com- 

plaining about what it terms the bad faith of the 

Chicago roads. The latter, however, claim that 

the Kansas City and Memphis Road is responsi- 

ble for the contlict, having begun to cut the rates 
tirst. The Kansas City Koad is meeting the rates 
made by the Chicago lines, and threatens, if the 
trouble is not soon brought to an end, that it will 
cut rates on other articles than provisions.

A DECREE OF FORECLOSURE. 

CuIcaGo, July 28.—A final decree of fore- 
closure was entered to day before Judge Gresh- 
am in the case of the Central Transit Company 
against the Lake Erie and Western Railway and 
others. The decree provides for the sale of the 

Western Branch, or the Lafayette, Blooming- 

ton and Muncie Road,to pay the first mort- 

gage of $2,500,000, made May 1, 1879, on which 

$225,000 interest is now overdue, and for a 

sale of the Eastern Branch, or Lake Erie and 

Western, to pay the first mortgage on it of 

$1,816,000, dated Aug. 15, 1879, on which 

there is $108,800 interest due. There 
is also an income mortgage for $1,000,- 

000 on the Lafayette Branch and a 

similar mortgage for $1,485,000 on the Lake 

Erie and Western, junior to the above first mort- 

gages, which will be cut out unless the income 

mortgagees buy in the property. The sale is to be 
made at Muncie, Ind., by John A. Henry, Special 

Master, who is to give nine weeks’ notice by pub- 

lication at the time of the sale. The two brauches 

or subdivisions of the road above mentioned are 
to be sold separately, dividing the rolling stock, 

&c., proportionately. The upset price for each 

branch is $500,000, and 10 per cent. must be 

paid in cash, and more if necessary to meet the 
costs and expenses of the suit. 


SIGNING THE CONTRACT. 


Cruicaco, July 28.—The Rock Island has 
at last signed the east-bound pooling contract 
from Peoria, but it did not do so until the other 
roads consented to make some material modifi- 
eations as regards to the pooling of cattle. 
This completes the list of the subpools 


of the Central Traffic Association, and 
gives Commissioner Blanchard an _ oppor- 
tunity to enforce the provisions of the 
association agreement more successfully than 
heretofore. Mr. Blanchard is now in New-York 
trying to effect an arrangement with the trunk 
lines regarding the right of making rates. The 
trunk lines have thus far assumed the nght to 
make east-bound as well as west-bound rates. 
The association, however, claims that the trunk 
lines have no more right to make rates on east- 
bound business than western roads to make rates 
on west bound business from New-York, and they 
reiuse to submit any longer to the dictation of 
the trunk lines in east-bound freight affairs.

AKRON, Ohio, July 28.—Work was begun 
near Akron to-day on the Ohio Railway, which 
for three years has been talked about as the 
“missing link” in the Baltimore and Ohio system. 
It is 91 miles long, running from Akron to Tiffin, 
instead of to Chicago Junction, as was at first 
proposed. At Tiffin the road will have the ad- 
vantage of many connections which it would not 
have at Chicago Junction. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., July 28.—A charter 
was granted to the Sharpsburg and Shenango 
Railroad Company at the State Department to- 
day. Its length is 13 miles, extending from 
Shenango to Mercer, in Mercer County. The 
capital stock is $130,000. All the Directors are 
residents of Sharpsburg. 


CuicaGo, July 28.—The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission has decided in the case 
of Alexander Helm against the Dlinois, Indiana 
and Iowa Railroad that a railroad company has 
no right to sell coal. The commission finds that 
the company has no right to buy and sell in the 
public market, and that its action in this case is, 
in fact, a discrimination and a violation of the 
statute. It directs the Attorney-General to 
bring suit against the company to collect the 
penalty prescribed by law. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIl., July 28.—Articles of 
association of the Louisville, Evansville and St. 
Louis Railroad Company have been filed in the 
office of the Secretary of State. Among the in- 
corporators are William T. Hart, Jonas H.

THE CROPS IN TEXAS. 

Fort WortTH, Texas, July 28.—The Texas 
crops as a whole this year are better than last. 
There have been exceedingly severe droughts in 
certain sections in Western Texas, mostly in the 
eattle region. In some instances the settlers 
have abandoned their homes and started east- 
ward to keep from starving. Theseinstances are 


rare. Pitiful stories of starvation of people and 
cattle have been sent out, conveying the idea 
that such a condition of affairs existed through- 
out Western Texas. Out of 173 counties in 
Texas cattle have died of starvation in not 
more than 10, and if any people have starved to 
death it has been because they did not ask for 
aid. Good rains are falling every Gay in ditter- 
ent sections of the State and the 
been broken within the past week. The crops 
in Eastern Texas are better than for years, The 
range in Western Texas is not up to the average, 
but is sufficient to carry the cattle through the 
next Winter.

Re- 
ports from the wheat belt show that the crop is 
above the average. Wheat sells right along at 
from 80 to 95 cents per bushel.

HEAVY TRADING ENDING IN ONE MAN 
BEING WOUNDED. 

Cnicaco, July 28.—There was heavier 
trading and more excitement in the corn pit 
to-day than has been known for many months 
past. The repeated news of the damage by 
drought in the country and assurances that the 
rains which have fallen in places had not mate- 
rially repaired the injury caused a great deal of 
excitement on the floor. This was intensified 
by the presence of several scores of men from 


the country, who swarmed around the pit like 
flies around a jug of syrup, giving many 
orders to their broxers to buy for them. 
This carried the price up to 46% cents 
tor September, which was 114 cents above the 
highest price yesterday. It gave the signal, 
however, for the unloading of some 3,000,000 or 
4,000,000 bushels by keam and his followers, 
and on that the market broke to 4433—a decline 
of nearly 2 cents—with Hutchinson f large seller 
on the way down. It was believed that Cudahy 
was one seller at the top, but he was known to 
be a big buyer when the market got down below 
454, and it was principally his action that 
seemed to stem the tide of weakness. ‘The mar- 
ket shot up 8 cent at the extreme close, 
the cessation of selling by Hutchinson’s 
brokers removing the pressure. B. W. Roberts 
& Co. got caught on the rise, and their failure 
was reported.

George P. Cox, of Malden, Mass., a member of 
the State Legislature in 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, 
died Tuesday night, aged 72. 

Christian Kurtzman, a Buffalo piano manufact- 
urer, died yesterday after a two days’ illness of 
cholera morbus. He was 70 years of age. 

Christopher J. Dequan, a well known Demo- 
crat of the First Ward of Brooklyn, died yesterday 
at his residence, No. 45 Willow-place. He was 50 
years old. 

John G. Fiammer, who was for nearly 60 years 

a resident of this city, died yesterday morning at his 
home, No. 301 Eighth-avenue, in the eightieth year 
of his age. In February last be fell on some ice and 
broke one of his legs. He was greatly weakened by 
this accident, though recovering largely from its 
effects. Recently bronchitis attacked him and 
caused his death. He leaves four sons—William G., 
Charles A., (once Police Justice,) J. George, and 
Theodore Flammer. Mr. Flammer was born near 
Stuttgardt, Germany. On coming to this city he 
setiled down at No, 5 Jacob-strect and carried on the 
business of a boot crimper. After eight years, how- 
ever, he entered upon the butcher business, and this 
was his work until he retired, 20 years ago. Soon 
after coming to New-York Mr. llammer, with a 
friend, walked to Cincinnati and other Western 
cities. They made about 40 miles a day. Mr. Flam- 
iner was one of the original Directors of the Third- 
Avenue Surface Railroad. He was also an _incor- 
porator of the West Side Bank, and afterward Vice- 
President of the institution. The funeral will take 
place on Friday at 1:30 P, M. at St. Luke’s Lutheran 
Church, on Forty-second-street. 

Peter Radcliffe Hawley, of this city, died at 
San José, Cal.,on July 21,in his fifty-eighth year. 
He was the son of the Rev. William Hawley, Rector 
of St. John’s Church, of Washington, who was an 
ardent advocate of anti-slavery Pita »les before the 
war, and an intimate friend of Henry Clay. The son 
was born in Washington, and was educated for the 
United States Coast Survey Service.

In 1882 a severe illness left his health insuch a 
shattered condition that a change of climate was 
recommended.

Each of the jurors 
signed a communication to District Attorney 
Headley calling his attention to the fact that 
perjury had been committed by several wit- 
nesses in the case, and asking him to commence 
proceedings looking toward the punishment of 
the perjurers.

One man who is undoubt- 
edly wanted on the White case is still at large.

A CHARGE WHICH ROBERT MELVILLE 
OF EAST NEW-YORK MUST ANSWER. 
Robert Melville, a carpenter, and his wife, 

Eliza, were arrested at their home, at Dean- 

street and Sackman-avenue, East New-York, last 

night, on a warrant issued at, the instance of the 

Society forthe Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 

dren. In anextension built from the first floor 

of the house was found a young girl, named 

Annie Melville, who is aniece of the prisoners. 

She was fastened to the floor by a rope four feet 


long, which allowed her to lie upon a bag of 
rags. She is 12 years old, but her aunken cheeks 
and yellow skin made her look like a withered 
old woman. 

In reply to questions of an officer she said that 
she was an orphan. Her father was Dr. Mel- 
ville, of Peoria, Lil., who died three years ago, 
leaving some property to her and her two 
brothers, who are still in Peoria. The girl was 
sent here to reside with her uncle, but he soon 
began to ill treat her. Fifteen months ago he 
placed a staple in the cement floor of the cellar, 
and, tying nee around the girl’s waist, fastened 
it to the staple. This rope was one foot long 
from her waist to the floor. All day she was 
held to that staple, and at night was taken up 
to the room where the officer found her. 

When the repe was untied the child fell to the 
floor from exhaustion. A physician found that 
she had sustained severe internal injuries. The 
normal circumference of her waist was four 
inches greater than the loop of the rope which 
encireled her. ‘The latter had worn its way 
through her dress and into her flesh. She was 
taken to the rooms of the society. 

The two prisoners were locked up and will be 
arraigned before Justice Scheillein to-day. The 
man is about 45 years old and his wife five years 
his junior.

LAWRENCE, Kan., July 28.—News has 
reached this city that John Pierson, a wealthy 
Swedish farmer, living about 10 miles in the 
country, yesterday shot his wife and then him- 
self. The couple had quarreled continually for 
soveral years past, and about a month ago part- 
ed. Monday the son and mother drove to the old 
homestead and had a conference with the hus- 
band and father, at which it was arranged that 
they should come yesterday and receive por- 


tions of the household furniture and farm con- 
veyances. While the son and a hired helper 
were carrying a bureau out of the house, with 
the mother following close behind with a look- 
ing glass, the father about 10 feet in tho rear, 
fired at her with a revolver, the ball strik- 
ing just back of the ear and following 
the cranium under the skin to just over the tem- 

le, where it lodged. The son, turning, caught 
1er before she fell. The helpmate rushed into 
the house just as the husband, bracing himself 
against the wallin acorner, opened his mouth 
and placing the muzzle of the smoking revolver 
therein, pulled the trigger. The ball passed up- 
ward through the brain and he died without a 
groan. The mother was unconscious for several 
hours, but will be all right iu a few days. Papers 
in the Swedish language were found in his pock- 
ets, making known his wish as to the disposal of 
his property, leaving it, for the greater part, to 
his son. As to the cause for the action, he said: 
“The bad temper of my wife makes living to- 
gether impossible and has driven me crazy.” 
This was the only reference asto the cause of 
the shooting. 





REPAIRING CENTRAL BRIDGE. 

The Park Commissioners have invited 
proposals for the renewal of the wood super- 
structure upon the iron trusses of the Central 
Bridge over the Harlem River. For years the 
Commissioners have been compelled to make 
constant repairs on the bridge, and Mr. Lawson 
N. Fuller thinks that a great deal of money has 
been squandered on the structure. He thinks 
that instead of the present style of putting a 
double layer of rope one layer of timber runnin: 
diagonally would answer the purpose and stan 
the wear and tear much longer than the old sys- 
tem. The timbers, he says, should be laid about 
one-quarter of aninch apart, so as to allow the 
water to settle. Under the old style the water 
settled between the planks and rotted the tim- 
ber, and that, Mr. Fuller thinks, is the reason 
why frequent repairing was made necessary. 


LABOR NOTES. 

Fatt Rrver, Mass., July 28.—Two hun- 
dred weavers at Durfee Mills Nos. 1 and 3 struck 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon, and 1,600 looms are 
idle. The cause of the strike is given as the poor 
filling used, which increases the work of the 
weavers while it lessens their pay.

SUNDSTROM BREASTING EAST 
RIVER BILLOWS. 
SUMPING FROM A FERRYBOAT AND 

MAKING HIS WAY, DESPITE A WATCH- 
FUL POLICEMAN, TO HIGH BRIDGE. 
‘ Sixteen amphibious men, in various stages 


ef sunburn, dangled their 32 feet over the Ham- 
Uton-avenue pier, in Brooklyn, yesterday after- 
moon, and craned their brown necks to catch a 
limpse of the ferryboat Atlantic as she left 
milton Ferry bound for this city. The owners 

of the 32 amphibious feet were not less anxious 
to see the Atlantic turn the “ corner” than were 


the occupants of two little rowboats, who looked 
as though they would be ready to follow her the 
instant she appeared. The expectant men were 
not kept long waiting. As the gaudy fingers of 
the Produce Exchange clock pointed to 2 P, M. 
out came the Atlantic, sedately but unmistak- 
ably. All the passengers seemed to be in front, 
with the exception of one who looked like a ’long- 
shoreman, with a tanned face, crowned by a 
rusty black hat, and a lithe figure clad in an old 
pair of fustian trousers and a shabby jacket. 
The ’longshoreman looked sleepy. He yawned. 
He glanced at the big ruddy Produce Exchange. 
It was 2:02 o’clock. The man stretched his arms 
with apparent nonchalance and before any one 
on the Atlantic could say ‘“‘ Boo!’’—which, it is 
believed, can be uttered with extreme celerity— 
he was overboard just as the-ferryboat was op- 
posite Governor’s Island. 

“A man in the water,” called a deck hand 
loudly. In aninstant there was a rush to the 
stern of the Atlantic. Every one was very eager, 
though no one condescended assistance. While 
all were wondering what to do, and who could 


do it, a figure arose 200 yards away. It was the 

supposed ’longshoreman saus hat, sans trousers, 

sans jacket, and sans everything but swimming 

drawers. The ferryboat was stopped, but not be- 

fore ey man but a swimmer would have been 
wnhed. 

“It’s Gus Sundstrom, the swimmer,” said at 
east halfa dozen. And Gus Sundstrom it was. 

¢16 amphibious men picked up their 32 feet 
and clapped their 32 hands; the occupants 
pf the first of the rowboats hoisted a red flag, 
and in a few seconds were following the gallant 
Professor of the New-York Athletic:Club with 
nll their hearts and oars. In the boat was 
Albert Sundstrom, Gustave’s brother, who, after 
he had persuaded the Atlantic to move on, pro- 
ceeded to explain his brother’s movements. Two 
members of the Athletic Club had made a wager 
of $100 that Sundstrom could not swim .from 
Governor’s Island to High Bridge, a distance 
of 16 miles, in less than four hours. Sund- 
strom, thirsting for natatorial glory, and 
possibly encouraged by a promise that the 
winuer of the $100 would hand him a check 
for that amount, had undertaken the swim. He 
was confident that he could bring his 162 pounds 
of muscular development safely through the bil- 
lows of the East River. Yesterday morning, 
Albert went on, Gus had risen, after a sleepless 
night, had confided to his interior a trusty beef- 
steak, two buns, two eggs, and some coffee, and 
bad then been polished with porpoise oil by his 
{indefatigable trainer, W. KR. Townsend. Porpoise 
il wasa luxury which cost $3 per pound, but 
ownsend had been unstinting, and before he 
started the sunburned tigurefof Prof. Sundstrom 
looked like a mahogany Hercules in nineteenth 
century swimming drawers. 

While Albert had talked Sundstrom had made 
pees progress. The water was choppy, but it 

adeno difference to the swimmer’s brawny 
arm, which was lifted on the “ left hand over’ 
stroke, popularly known as the English stroke, 
though Sundstrom claims that he acquired it from 
the indians in Portland, Oregon. It was 2:25 
when he reached the Brooklyn Bridge, doing 
from 29 to 32 strokes to the minute in what he 
called ‘‘anice, easy jog.” There were crowds 
on the ditferent piers as he passed who cheered 
vociferously. The passengers on each ferryboat 
rushed to the most convenient vantage ground 
and eyed the gieaming body as it shot through 
the water, throwing it around in snow white 
spray and treating it as though it were utterly 
unworthy of protracted consideration. Underthe 
big bridge Sundstrom paused for a moment. 
Then he called out to the little red flagged boat: 

“Say, boys, I’d just like that fellow to drop 
from the bridge now. I guess I'd catch him.” _ 

Then once again he confided himseif to his 
rhoppy river, going under water to wet his head, 
which the glaring sun had rapidly dried, and 
emerging lobster-like, but good-humored. Sund- 
strom at this stage found himself embarrassed 
by his meagre swimming drawers, though the 
police boat Patrol was close at hand and ready 
to punish any violators of the law. Sundstrom 
was reckless. His tights offended. He plucked 
them off and cast them from him, obedient to 
the letter of the Mosaic law. They were caught 
on the little boat and reserved for a future occ2- 
sion. Sundstrom was then swimming on his 
back, taking a rest “just like going to sleep,” as 
he volunteered to remark, though how anybody 
co go to sleep in ariver which caused the 
rowboat to pitch and toss as though bewitched 
he did not explain. At the foot of Pike-street a 
crowd of little boys, attired as shey were when 
they first saw light, shouted, “ Hurrah for Gus! 
Three cheers for Gus! Tiger for Gus!”

“It’s a great thing to be a swimmer,” he said, 
watching the water as it went placidly by, re- 
lieved of his 162 pounds, “especially when you 
get there.”

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STILL MORE ROOM 
TO INCREASE THE SIZE OF BROOK- 


LYN’S FEDERAL , BUILDING. 


It is just a little over 18 months since the 
excavations were begun upon the site of the 
new Federal Building in Brooklyn. Almost the 
entire first story of the structure has been com- 
pleted. Now there is a hitch. It is asserted 


with great vigor by many Brooklynites who 
think they know that the proposed building will 


be woefully deficient in the matter of accommo- 
dation for the various offices which it was meant 
to contain. Therefore it has been deemed ad- 
visable to petition Congress for an appropriation 
for additional ground upon which to enlarge the 
building, and Congress has granted $275,000 


more for that purpose. But that amount, appar- 


ently, is not a sufficiently large one. Louis and 
Herman Liebmann, of the firm of Frederick 
Loeser & Co., own the greater part of the 
ground adjoining the present Federal Building, 
and Mrs, M, A. Titus owns the remainder. The 
Liebmann brothers, for their 32,000 square feet, 
want something like $316,800, ($9 per foot,) 
and Mrs. Titus wants about $30,000 for her 
2,700 square feet. This would bring the amount 
up to very nearly $350,000, and for that sum 
Congress bas been petitioned. The bill appro- 

riating that amount has been passed by the 
Renate, and the House is now deliberating upon 
it. 

Louis Liebmann was called upon by a reporter 
for THE Trmks yesterday. He said: ‘‘There is 
no complication about the matter at_all. The 
only thing is that we are waiting for the action 
of Congress. If the Government wants our 
land to build upon the Government can have it 
—if it pays us our price. Overtures have been 
made to us affecting the purchase of the addi- 
tional ground, but as only $275,000 has been 
appropriated for the entire purchase, including 
the property owned by us and by Mrs. Titus, we 
could not accept the amount that could be 
offered in view of that appropriation. Now 
that the bill conceding 350,000 for 
the purchase is being considered all 
we can do is to wait until some action 
istaken. If the bill is passed the Government 
will have the property. If Congress adjourns 
without doing anything in the matter the Gov- 
ernment won't have the property, unless it buys 
it later at a greatly advanced price, for we have 
entered into negotiations with a syndicate for 


event of Congress not passing the appropriation 
bill. We will then begin to materially add to the 
value of our property by improvements. Of 
course it is within the power of the Govern- 
ment to condemn the land and buy it at its ap- 
praised value. But that would be unjust to us 
and unprofitable to the Government. We are 
not at all desirous of selling to the Government. 
We appreciate the fact that in the course of time 
and with the growth of the city of Brooklyn our 
property: from its very position, will become 
mmensely valuable, and we have not the slight- 
est desire to get rid of it now. But we ecan- 
not afford to stand in the way of the city 
and of the Government, because we know that 
the latter. in the end, could and probably 
would condemn the land and buy it anyway at 
its own price. Therefore we will sell now, at 
gur price, but you can very well see that it will 
be a great sacrifice on our part. We know that 
the building in course of construction is too 
small. Take New-York’s Post Office, which has 
325,000 cubic feet; Philadelphia’s Post Office, 
with 400,000 cubic feet. and both are crying for 
more room. Our new Federal Building will have 
65,000 cubic feet, and it will take four or five 
years to build it. By that time Brooklyn will be 
pushing New-York hard for honors in point of 
size, and then where willroom be gotten for the 
transaction of Federal business.” The Lieb- 
manns have given their tenants on the ** Federal 
ground” notice to quit within 30 days from the 
time of notice, and will either sell to the Govern- 
ment or go on with their improvements. 
Superintendent of Construction Rutan was 
visited by the reporter. He said that the building 
now going up would be only 25 per cent. larger 
than the old Brooklyn Post Office and manifestly 
inadequate. With the proposed enlargement it 
would be more than twice as large as the old 
building, and would accomplish all the original 
intentions as to accommodations. Mr. Rutan’s 
idea of enlarging is to build upon the new ground 
a counterpart of the building going up, leaving 
between the two structures the present 40-toot 
roadway, and to connect them by a stone arch- 
way or bridge. Then the Post Office Department 
could be confined to the first floor, leaving all the 
rest of the building for the various Federal of- 
tices. The building now going up has a frontage 
on Washington-street of 135 feet. With the ad- 
dition it would havea frontage of 320 feet. It 
would extend back toward Adams-street 236 
feet. The ground owned by Mrs. Titus was to 
have been sold to the Government at the same 
time that the Government acquired the original 
land from the Liebmanns, but at the last moment 
she refused to sell. Now, if the Government 
makes the additional purchase, her land will be 
condemned and bought at its appraised value. 





DE RIVERA EXPECTED HERE. 

Henry C. De Rivera, of the bankrupt firm of 
J. De Rivera & Co., who fled to Canada after the 
firm failed for nearly $1,500,000, is expected to 
visit his creditors at the office of Johnson, Gallup 
& Hurry, No. 58 William-street, at 11 o’clock 
this morning. His return here, if he appears as 
expected, is with the understanding that 
his liberty shall not be interfered with. 
Should he appear it is probable that some 
arrangement will be perfected by which the 
creditors will advance money to run the San Do- 
mingo sugar plantations of the firm until the 
crushing season in December. It is believed that 
if the crop can be cared for, harvested, and sold, 
it will realize a profit of nearly $50,000 to the 
estate. 

At the meeting of the creditors this morning a 
proposition to send Salvador Ros, of the bank- 
rupt firm, to the island to look after the affairs 
of the estate will be considered, as Mr. Ros, it is 
understood, has consented to undertake the task. 
This proposition will be the outeome of the 
meeting of the committee of creditors held yes- 
terday, which considered the affairs of the tirm 
and the report of the Assignee. What else was 
decided upon they decline to state. So, too, the 
Assignee’s attorneys, Johnson, Gallup & Hurry, 
decline to confirm the report that the creditors 
will be asked run the plantation until the crop 
can be realized upon.

taxes on it, and in many other ways do public 
and private injury. They assert that the com- 
pany never acquired the right to build a rail- 
road, and rehearse the objections to the validity 
of its existence that were stated in Tuz TimEs 
of yesterday. .

JOHN BAIRDS QUEER WAYS. 
HIS SON TELLING OF MANY VERY IRRA- 
TIONAL ACTS. 

During the course of the inquiry to deter- 
mine his mental condition yesterday, old John 
Baird, the mechanical engineer who constructed 
the elevated railroad system, showed much in- 
terest in the proceedings and paid no heed to his 
wife, who sat a short distance from him. He 
nodded his head emphatically when his son, 
John S. Baird, testified that he had told him that 
there was only one good way to make money— 
by attending to business and working hard. The 
witness recited the character and par value of 
securities belonging to his father’s estate in his 
possession. Whenhe had got through with his 
recital Mr. Baird’s counsel verified the list with 
memoranda furnished him by Mr. Baird. 

Addison C, Baird, the youngest son of the al- 
leged insane man, gave testimony similar to that 
given by John 8. Baird on Tuesday. It was that 
John Baird became in 1882 very different in 
speech and manner from what he had been prior 
to that year. He became talkative, nervous, 
and restless, delighted to quote Scripture, used 
profane words, and devoted to the devil persons 
who had been his friends, but for whom he hed 
conceived a dislike. He announced that his wife 
was insane, predicted that she would die ona 
certain day, and began preparations for her 
funeral. He said that he had carried up stairs an 
irou rod to beat his son, John 8., because the lat- 
ter had refused one night to arise from bed 
to read Seripture with him. But he did not use 
the rod. A servant irritated him and he thrust 
at him with 4 knife. One day when the elevator 
boy at the Union League Club refused to take 
him up to the club kitchen he became very 
wroth and declared that as he was God Al- 
mighty his wishes should be obeyed. At the 
Everett House, whicher he went on leaviug his 
home in 1882, impressed with the belief that his 
life was threatened by his wife and others, he 
acted queerly. Everything on the bill of 
fare had to be put before him at 
his meals, and he used to sit at table 
for three or four hours at a time. Young Mr. 
Baird described how his father had gone to the 
house of the late Robert L. Stuart to take pos- 
session of it as Mr. Stuart’s heir aud how he had 
been expelled by servants. Subsequently the 
old gentleman went to the office of the Crom- 
well Steamship Line to take possession of the 
line “in the uame of God.” After this event he 
went to Delmonico’s and announced that he had 
taken possession of the line, and at. home that 
night he satin the parlor with 20 candles light- 
edin celebration of his victory. At Sanford 
Hall, young Mr. Baird said, he had seen his 
father refuse to eat because, as he said, the food 
offered him was poisoned.

retary, and he saw no reason for making a 
change. He cailed attention to the fact that Mr. 
Sheehan lived 500 miles away. Mr. Spencer also 
spoke against the removal of Mr. McCulloh. 
Messrs. Ridgway, Barnes, Fish, and Squire voted 
to remove the Secretary and to appoint Mr. 
Sheehan, and Messrs. Spencer, Dowd, and Bald- 
win voted against both propositions. 

The effort to get rid of Mr. MeCulloh dates 
from the time when Gov. Hil! approved the new 
Aqueduct bill, and appointed under it Messrs. 
Edgar L. Ridgway, Oliver W. Barnes, and H. 
Fish, Jr. These appointments were made as the 
result of a political bargain or “ deal” by which 
the construction of the new aqueduct was to be 
run for the exclusive benefit of the band of 
favored contractors at the head of which stood 
John O'Brien, the Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee and the ‘“ bosom” friend of 
Gov. Hill. Efforts were made to get Mr. Mc- 
Culloh out of the way, the reason why he was 
not wanted being because he knew too much 
about the aqueduct work, and kept him- 
self too well informed on the subject of the 
maneuvring of the ring of favored contractors. 
Finding that they could not scare Mr. MceCulloh 
into resigning, the new Commissioners cut down 
his salary from $6,000 to $4,000. Still, however, 
Mr. McCulloh stuck to his office, feeling that for 
the good of the city he should sacrifice his pride 
and remain in the service at least until he bad 
finished up the work specially intrusted to his 
care—that of looking after the purchase of lands 
to be taken for the aqueduct. The Governor's 
aqueduct friends and the band of political con- 
tractors still clamored that the Secretary should 
be put out of the way of interfering with their 
schemes and jobs, and so Messrs. Ridgway. 
Barnes, and H. Fish, Jr., carried through yester- 
day’s work.

STREET CAR TROUBLES. 
THE BELT LINE ACCUSED OF VIOLATING 
ITS AGREEMENT. 

The employes of the Belt Line Road com- 
plain that the company is violating its agree- 
ment made with the Empire Protective Associa- 
tion four months ago. They assert that union 
men are being gradually weeded out, thirty of 
the old drivers and conductors having been dis- 
charged. The principal grievance of the men on 
this road is the reduction of wages on the East 
River branch from $2 per day to $1 50. Sixty- 
eight trips are made daily over this route from 
the stables to Old-slip and return. Formerly 
the southern terminus was the South Ferry, and 
it is claimed that the company took advantage 
of this small shortening of the route to reduce 
the pay. The only article of the agreement 
which has been adhered to, the men say, is the 
time table. The stablemen are now compelled 
to take care of from 18 to 20 horses instead of 
from 14 to 16. The pavers, rammers, and labor- 
era have been reduced 25 cents a day, and the 
drivers of carts 40 cents. The painters, carpen- 
ters, and carsmiths, who. according to contract, 
should receive $2 75 per day, are being dis- 
charged on the plea that there is no work, but 
the company is endeavoring to replace them 
with men at $2 per day. 

The Secretary of the company yesterday de- 
nied all the charges except the one relating to 
the discharge of men. He said that a few men 
in the car shops had been discharged because 
there was not enough work forthem. The men 
refuse to say whether another strike is contem- 
plated.

MISS CRUCY’S PROPERTY SOLD. 


There was a queer gathering of second- 
hand dealers in furniture and a few aged women 
in black in the old brick Gwelling at the north- 
west corner of Twenty-fifth-street and Lexing- 
ton-avenue yesterday morning. This is the 
house in which Adrian and Lucy Crucy, brother 
and sister, killed themselves a short time ago. 
So faras known they had no relatives in this 
country, and the Public Administrator, Richard 
J. Morrison, took possession of the residence. 
The household effects were the property of the 
sister, and by order of Mr. Morrison they were 
sold yesterday by Charles F. Walters at public 
auction. The sale netted about $1,000, and 
this money goes into the Treasury of the city of 
New-York. The furniture was very old and 
much worn. The kitchen and dining room ap- 
pointments were sold very cheap. ‘Ten dozen 
and seven bottles of claret wine were sold at 6 
cents for each bottle. The purchaser sampled 
one of the bottles and was sorry for it. The 
wine made him ill. 

An upright piano of French manufacture was 
sold for $145, and this was considered an extrav- 
agant price for it. Two large vases brought $23, 
and a small bronze statue, representing *The 
Winner of the Derby,” was knocked down for 
$36. A marble clock, with a globe containing 
two stuffed birds, was bought by an old friend of 
the family for $36, and another and better clock 
sold for $31. A marble-top sideboard fetched 
$38. A bird cage, with two Russian sparrows, 
sold for $8, and two cages, with two Chinese 
nuns, for $6 50. There was a large lot of books, 
mostly in the French language. They were old 
and dilapidated, and were almost given away. 
Some coal in the cellar—no one seemed to know 
whether there were four bushels or four tons— 
sold for 50 cents.

NEW CHARGE AGAINST BRODIE. 

Surrounded by a crowd of Fourth Ward 
worshipers and followed at a respectful dis- 
tance by his wife and three small children, 
“ Steve’ Brodie, the young man who jumped 
from the Brooklyn Bridge,entered the Tombs Po 
lice Court yesterday. He was ready to show to 
every one who approached him a contract by 
which the proprietor of a Bowery museum agreed 
to give him $250 a week for 10 weeks, Brodie to 
receive in addition traveling. expenses, board 
and lodging while at Coney Island and Boston. 
Brodie was to have begun his careerasa ‘ freak” 
yesterday noon, but Justice Kilbreth spoiled his 
plans. The Justice dismissed the complaint of 
attempting suicide preferred on the day Brodie 
dropped from the bridge, and held the young 
man on another, drawn by himself. It was made 
under section 124 of the Penal Code, and recited 
that inasmuch as the roadway of the bridge was 
reserved for vehicles, and as officers were placed 
there to exclude from it all foot passengers, 
Brodie in leaving the wagon and walking over 
the roadway had willfully evaded the officer and 
resisted and delayed him in the performance of 
his duty. An adjournment until Saturday morn- 
ing was asked by Brodie’s lawyer and bail was 
fixed at $500. 

Alderman Patrick Divver, Brodie’s first friend, 
was not there, and Nathan Morris, proprietor of 
the museum, was not satisfactory as a surety. 
So Brodie had to be locked up, while his friends 
scurried around fora bondsman.

THAT ALLEGED BOMB. 

The mystery of the alleged bomb that in 
some way found itself on board the steamer Syl- 
van Stream on last Monday night may or may 
not be ever thoroughly cleared up, but THE 
Times has discovered the identity of the gentle- 


man who threw it overboard. This was John 
Mead, known to most of his friends about town 
as “ Jack” Mead, who has lately been associated 
with Special Detective Prior, gf the Fifth-Av- 
enue Hotel. 

“The steamer was some distance below Goy- 
ernor’s Island,” said Mr. Mead. ‘I noticed sev- 
eral passengers looking nervously into the cabin 
and pointing at something, apparently in much 
terror. I turned about and looked in the direc- 
tion in which all eyes were directed. I saw a 
small, regularly shaped box in the cabin witha 
burning fuse issuing from one portion ofit. It 
looked very much like asmall case of surgical 
instruments, and I should judge was about six 
inches long, four inches wide and two inches 
deep.

TO CRUSH THE PROGRESSIVES. 


CIGAR MANUFACTURERS AND KNIGHTS IN 
ALLIANCE—STRIKES IN MORE SHOPS. 


The statement which the committee of 
the Knights of Labor read on Tuesday in the 
cigar factory of Levy Brothers, declaring that the 
firm would employ only Knights of Labor, was 
the result of an wuderstanding between District 
Assembly No. 49 of the Knights of Labor and 


the Cigar Manufacturers’ Association, The latter 


had joined with the Knights in an effort to break 
up the Cigarmakers’ Progressive Union. When 
the committee from the strikers of Levy‘s shop 
called early yesterday morning at the oftice to re- 
geive an answer to the resolutions passed by the 
strikers on Tuesday declaring that they would 
not submit to the dictation of the Knights, and 
that they would not return to work until the firm 


recognized their right to manage their union as 
they saw fit, the senior member of the firm 
handed to the committee a statement to the ef- 
fect that the Progressive Union was unable last 
Winter to fill the shop after a lockout, and that on 
the advice of the union the firm made arrange- 
ments with the Knightsof Labor, The firm then 
advertised to the trade that thereafter the 
Knights of Labor label would be affixed to every 
box of its cigars, and it proposed to continue its 
establishment as a Knights of Labor factory. 

The committee reported the answer to a shop 
meeting in Bohemia Hull, but as nothing else 
had been expected few were disheartened. The 
meeting passed a resolution declaring a strike in 
the shop of Levy Brothers. 

This answer of the firm was said to have heen 
drawn up at the meeting of the Cigar Manufact- 
urers’ Association on Tuesday afternoon, for Mr. 
McCoy, its President, said that similar notices 
would be served on all the factories belonging to 
the association. There were, he remarked, 26 
shops in this city that were controlled by the 
Knights of Labor, and of these 14 belonged to 
the Manufacturers’ Association. He thought 
that not more than 2,000 of the hands would go 
out on strike. When asked what the members of 
the association would do if most of their men 
were to strike, he replied that they might strike, 
but they would get tired of striking and would 
return to work as Knights. Joseph Oppen- 
heim, of the flrm of Levy Brotheraand Secre- 
tary of the Manufacturers’ Association. remarked 
that the manufacturers had concluded to support 
the Knights, because through that order all diffi- 
culties were settled by arbitration. 

Mr. Dampf, President of Cigarmakers’ Inter- 
national Union No. 144, when asked what the 
Internationals intended doing, now that the Pro- 
gressives were being discharged and had applied 
to be taken into the International Union, said 
that if the Progressives adopted the Internation- 
al constitution that Union would not leave them 
in the lurch, 

Yesterday afternoon the Knights ef Labor 
Committee called at the factory of Lichtenstein 
Brothers, in Second-avenue, pear Thirty-eighth- 
street, and read to the operatives a rotice sim- 
ilar to that read at the Levy factory. Thereupon 
400 of the workers went out’ and held a meeting 
at No. 855 Second-avenue, where they also 
passed resolutions declaring that they would 
not submit to the Knights’ dictation, and then 
sent the resolutions by a committee to the firm. 
This morning the committee will expect an an- 
swer. A similar strike occurred at the shop of 
Sutro & Newmark. About 6,000 hands are em- 
ployee in the shops of the members of the asso- 
ciation. 

_The Executive Committee of the Progressive 
Union met last evening to receive reports from 
various shops. It was stated that the handsin Lu- 
tro & Newmark's factory had declared that they 
would not obey the ukase of the Knights of La- 
bor, and would only work as union men. About 
400 of the employes of Liess & Co. met in the 
evening at No, 1,500 Tirst-avenue, and pledged 
themselves to stand by the union. Another re- 
port was brought from Ninth-avenue which 
stated the maunufacturer Shottwell had dis- 
charged his men, about 30, without paying them 
their wages, aud had told them he would not 
give them any more work until they procured 
him the Knights of Labor label for his cigars. 
It was aiso stated that Mr. Oppenheim, of the 
firm of Levy Brothers, had implored the strikers 
not to join the Internationals. Joblownowski, 
one of the leading spirits of the Progressive 
Union, has lately been employed at 8. Jacob’s. 
Yesterday he was suddenly discharged, it was 
said, because the bosses were afraid that he 
would dissuade his fellow-workmen from adher- 
ing to the Knights of Labor. 

The American Association of Cigarmakers has 
been negotiating with the Cigar Manufacturers’ 
Association to make a joint attack upon the In- 
ternational and Progressive Unions, and wants 
to abolish labels of both the Internationals and 
Knights of Labor. 





IN CHIEF MCABE’S PLACE. 


BATTALION CHIEF REILLY APPOINTED 
DESPITE MR. CROKER’S EFFORTS. 

At a meeting of the Fire Commissioners 
yesterday Chief Shay and Assistant Chief Bonner 
presented the name of Chief of Battalion Francis 
J. Reilly as the most competent man in the de- 
partment to take the position of Second Assist- 
ant Chief, made vacant by the dismissal of Mc- 
Cabe. Reilly has served in the different grades 
of the department for 21 years, and during the 
greater part of that time had a command in one 
of the most important districts in the city. 

Commissioner Croker, who has recently re- 
turned from his vacation, has been reading the 
stenographer’s notes taken at MecCabe’s trial, 
and he had not finished when the meéting was 
called yesterday. He objected to the reception 
of the recommendation and suggested that, as he 
had been absent at the trial, the case should be 
reopened so far as the decision went. His col- 
leagues, Commissioners Purroy and Smith, re- 


_ fused to accept this suggestion. He then made 


a motion to defer the consideration of the report 
of the Chiefs until the threatened appeal of Me- 
Cabe to the courts had been settled. Again his 
colleagues voted him down. Then the recom- 
mendation of the Chiefs was adopted, Croker 
voting against it. A motion directing Chief
